Butcher allegedly harasses gay man with meat

A n openly gay butcher has filed a 
multi-million dollar job bias lawsuit 
against Bryan’s Quality Meats, an ex¬ 
clusive California Street butcher shop, 
and its owners Peter and Terence 
Flannery. 

The lawsuit, filed in San Francisco Supe¬ 
rior Court on September 5 by former 
Bryan’s butcher Dwight Rogge, includes al¬ 


legations that Rogge was sexually battered 
and the subject of repeated death threats by 
one co-worker, and harassed by others. 

The civil complaint alleges that Rogge 
was repeatedly threatened with death and 
harassed by a Bryan’s employee for more 
than a year. 

“I’m going to kill you. I can’t stand fags. 
You’re nothing but a faggot. You are an ass¬ 
hole. That’s all you eat. You take it up the 
butt,” the worker allegedly told Rogge. 

The worker also sexually battered Rogge 


in May 1994 while Rogge was sitting down 
and working at his job, according to allega¬ 
tions detailed in the lawsuit. 

The worker allegedly said, “I’ve got some¬ 
thing to show you,” as he lifted his butcher’s 
apron to expose his penis, rammed Rogge 
with his hips, and knocked him to the 
ground, according to the complaint. 

Attorney Gary Cloutier called the case 
“one of the most extreme that I’ve seen in 
my years of practice, in terms of the facts.

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Kay Tsenin addresses 
former tax predicament

L esbian attorney and candi¬ 
date for Municipal Court 
judge Kay Tsenin con¬ 
firmed last week that she was once 
delinquent in paying an estimat¬ 
ed $12,000 in federal and state 
taxes. 

Tsenin acknowledged the now- 
resolved tax problems after she 
was contacted by The Recorder , a 
local legal newspaper, which said 
in a September 19 article that op¬ 
ponent Matthew Rothschild’s 
campaign had provided copies of 
Tsenin’s federal and state tax liens 
to the paper. 

The news of Tsenin’s past tax 
problems follow on the heels of a 
Bay Area Reporter report that 
deputy city attorney Rothschild, 
38, defaulted on $23,000 of stu¬ 
dent loans and $35,000 of credit 
card debt in a 1990 Chapter 13 
bankruptcy. 

Rothschild was earning a 
salary of $48,000 at the time of 
the bankruptcy. 

Tsenin said that she had a fed¬ 
eral tax lien for $10,895 placed 
against her by the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service in “the 1980s” after 
she lent a close friend $10,000 and 
was never repaid. 

Tsenin declined to discuss the 
details of the loan, except to state 
she paid the amount due the IRS 
for past due 1983 taxes and penal -

ties - and said that the agency 
make a bureaucratic error in not 
releasing the lien until 1990, seven 
years after she paid the bill. 

Tsenin also had $2,089 of state 
tax liens filed against her in 1989 
and 1990, which were released 
after payment of the obligations 
in 1992. 

Tsenin said the majority of her 
state income tax woes stemmed 
from an unsuccessful personal in¬ 
jury case she “sunk $20,000 into.” 

“Lots of people get into finan¬ 
cial hardship,” Tsenin told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “It’s how you deal 
with it that is the issue. I totally 


paid off all of my back due taxes 
including penalties and interests. 
I didn’t pay 15 cents on the dol¬ 
lar.” 

Tsenin was referring to candi¬ 
date Rothschild’s April 1990 
Chapter 13 bankruptcy, which en¬ 
abled him to pay creditors about 
$9,000 for an estimated $60,000 
of defaulted student loans and 
credit card debts. 

Rothschild’s campaign said the 
bankruptcy was due to economic 
straits caused by Rothschild’s fi¬ 
nancial support of a friend with 
AIDS who later died of the dis¬ 
ease. ▼

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HRC urges city to cover

City looks into religious 
charities , discrimination

oncern over possible dis¬ 
crimination in services by 
service providers who are 
non-profit religious groups has 
led to the formation of the Reli¬ 
gious Service Providers Task Force 
of the city’s Human Rights Com¬ 
mission. 

The HRC task force is seeking 
comments from clients who re¬ 
ceive services from groups receiv¬ 
ing funds from the city, including 
Episcopal Sanctuary, Catholic 
Charities, the Salvation Army, and 
similar agencies. 

“The Task Force is charged 
with determining whether barri¬ 
ers exist between a contractor’s re¬ 
ligious philosophy and the deliv¬ 
ery of services and employment 
practices,” said task force coordi¬ 
nator and HRC staffer Larry 
Brinkin in a news release. 

The group was formed at the 
request of the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors following 
widespread concern over possible 
anti-gay discrimination by the 
Salvation Army. 

In that incident, a Salvation 
Army officer issued a widely crit¬ 
icized statement denouncing ho¬ 


mosexual sexual practices - and 
referred to homosexual sexual 
orientation as a form of mental 
and moral sickness. 

After the flap, at the request of 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano, the 
Board of Supervisors briefly de¬ 
layed a homeless services contract 
with the group. 

A Salvation Army spokesman 
later apologized for the “unautho¬ 
rized statement,” pledged that the 
group did not and would not dis¬ 
criminate against gays, and ap¬ 
pointed a gay man to the group’s 
advisory board. 

Members of the HRC group 
come from a variety of religious 
faiths, including Roman Catholic 
and Jewish community groups 
which receive funds from the city 
for providing services to people 
with AIDS, the homeless, sub¬ 
stance abusers, mentally ill, and 
senior populations. 

According to Brinkin, the 
group wants reports from current 
or former clients regarding bias on 
the basis of sexual orientation, 
gender identity, race, sex, disability 
or any other protected category. T

T he San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission (HRC) 
last week requested that a 
city health administrative board 
explore providing insurance cover¬ 
age of sex reassignment surgery for 
eligible transgender city workers. 

On Friday, September 20, Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano met with 
HRC members to discuss the 
issue. HRC President Martha 
Knutzen said the next step is hav¬ 
ing the city’s Health Service Sys¬ 
tem Board look into the matter. 
The board administers the city’s 
self-insurance program. 

What makes it intriguing, 
Knutzen explained, is that by deal¬ 
ing with the city’s self-insurance 
pool, insurance companies would 
not be involved, at least initially. 
However, she added the HRC will 
also look into determining 
whether the sex change coverage 
can be negotiated with insurance 
carriers utilized by the city. 

“The Health Service System 
Board has to approve it. We 
[HRC] wrote a letter to the board 
saying, ‘Can we talk to you about 
this?’ It seemed like the place to 
start,” Knutzen told the B.A.R. “I 
think it’s a reasonable thing to do.” 

The goal is to get insurance 
companies to cover hormonal 
treatments, sex change opera¬ 
tions, and psychiatric evaluations 
for transgender city employees. 

There are an estimated 6,000 
transgender people residing in the 
city, based on testimony that took 
place during previous hearings 
concerning gender identity legis¬ 
lation, Knutzen said. Neither 
Knutzen nor Ammiano could say 
how many of those may be city 
employees. 

“We haven’t gotten that far,” 
Knutzen said. 

The Board of Supervisors in

1994 approved an ordinance, 
signed by former Mayor Frank 
Jordan, making it illegal to dis¬ 
criminate against people on the 
basis of gender identity. The ordi¬ 
nance became effective on Janu¬ 
ary 30,1995. 

Knutzen said the matter of in¬ 
surance coverage arose when 
members of the HRC’s lesbian/ 
gay/bisexual/transgender adviso¬ 
ry committee along with people 
on the HRC transgender task 
force subcommittee requested the 
issue be examined. 

“Transgender advocates on the 
committee asked the Human 
Rights Commission to look into 
this,” Knutzen said. “We have 
transgenders active on the com¬ 
mittee, and we’re learning about 
their issues and what they have to 
go through to get operations.” 

Transgender rights activist 
Kiki Whitlock, an HRC 
lesbian/gay/bisexual/transgender 
advisory committee member and 
former chair of the transgender 
task force, said she supports in¬ 
surance coverage of sex reassign¬ 
ment procedures for city workers. 

“I’m an advocate for that,” 
Whitlock said. “There are many 


transgender persons working for 
the city who would like this.” 

Ammiano said that the main¬ 
stream media has already reacted 
to the issue. 

“There’s an attempt already to 
belittle this,” Ammiano told the 
B.A.R. 

He said the plan is simple in 
concept and that the city’s gender 
identity ordinance “extends to all 
functions of city government, in¬ 
cluding health coverage.” 

Sex reassignment surgery is ex¬ 
pensive. According to Whitlock, 
male-to-female surgery can range 
from $6,000 to over $40,000, while 
female-to-male operations can 
run from $20,000 to $150,000. 
That doesn’t include hormonal 
treatment and extensive psychi¬ 
atric evaluations that are required 
prior to a person becoming eligi¬ 
ble for surgery, she added. 

Knutzen said she does not know 
when the health board will review 
the issue or make a decision. ▼

Preliminary hearing set 
in Parkison murder trial

A n East Bay gay physician 
charged with murder-for- 
hire and his alleged accom¬ 
plice are subjects of a Mt. Diablo 
Municipal Court preliminary 
hearing, to determine whether 
there is enough evidence to bind 
them over for trial in Contra 
Costa County Superior Court. 

Dr. Gary A. Parkison was 
charged in April with soliciting 
the murder of Jim Swan, his for¬ 
mer lover, after he allegedly made 
two payments for Swan’s death to 
an undercover Concord police¬ 
man posing as hitman. 

Contra Costa County prosecu¬ 
tor Larry Barnes told Judge Wal¬ 
ter Roger that Parkison sought to 
have Swan murdered because he 
feared the former lover would link 
him to a 1995 arson fire at the site 


of a defunct executive search 
company he owned. 

Parkison was also the benefi¬ 
ciary of Swan’s $430,000 insur¬ 
ance policy - which would have 
paid $860,000 had he died an ac¬ 
cidental death, according to news 
reports. 

According to investigators, 
Parkison was arrested after mak¬ 
ing a videotaped final payment 
for the murder after being shown 
a faked photograph of Swan’s 
strangled body. 

Swan cooperated with police 
after they learned of the bizarre 
plot, and has been unavailable for 
media interviews. 

Police linked Parkison to the 
arson after being contacted by 
Vickey Ramsey, a massage therapist 
who worked for the gay doctor. 

Ramsey was asked by Parkison 
to find someone to set the 1995 
fire to the site, but declined - and 


later contacted authorities after 
Parkison allegedly asked her early 
this year to find someone to kill 
Swan. 

Parkison was later charged for 
trying to hire the murders of 
Ramsey and Swan from jail. 

Parkison was the subject of an 
exclusive jailhouse interview by 
the Bay Area Reporter, in which he 
said he had AIDS, complained of 
detention facility conditions, and 
said that although he “dearly 
loved” Swan, admitted that he 
“basically got crazy and was 
pushed into doing something to 
protect myself.” 

Parkison also claimed that he 
was “set up” by police and Ram¬ 
sey, and complained that his $10 
million bail was excessive. 

Michael Merrill is charged 
with conspiracy in the initial plot 
with Parkison. Both have pleaded 
not guilty to the charges. ▼ 


Rave raid testimony ends 

...after'befuddled' cop contradicts 
his own testimony

T he San Francisco Police 
Commission will hear final 
arguments and issue disci¬ 
plinary decisions on Wednesday, 
October 9 against four officers 
charged with misconduct during 
a January 1995 raid of a South of 
Market area AIDS fundraiser. 

The commission concluded 
testimony from complainants and 
from the officers last Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 20, after ten days of open 
hearings. 

Police Sergeants John Haggett, 
Steve Bosshard, and Ed Santos 
and officer Hoyt Wong could be 
exonerated of the charges by the 
commission, or receive discipli¬ 
nary action raging from suspen¬ 
sion to termination if found guilty 
of the misconduct charges. 

The officers are charged with 
violating police regulations when 
they closed down the private New 
Year’s Eve AIDS fundraiser at 938 
Harrison Street, charging that it 
was an illegal party that was sell¬ 
ing alcohol without permits - a 
charge that organizers say is false. 


During the incident, com¬ 
plainants charged that police ar¬ 
rested them without probable 
cause and used unnecessary and 
unauthorized force in making the 
arrests. All charges were dropped 
against people arrested, and seven 
plaintiffs have filed a federal law¬ 
suit against the city in the wake of 
the incident. 

The charges against the four 
officers are the most serious to 
stem from OCC investigations, 
which include charges against 
other officers already referred to 
disciplinary action by Chief of Po¬ 
lice Fred Lau. Under departmen¬ 
tal rules, disciplinary cases against 
officers that could result in more 
than two weeks’ suspension are 
handled by the commission, with 
the chief of police responsible for 
admonishments, reprimands, re¬ 
training, and suspensions of 1-10 
working days. 

Allegations against the officers 
include a charge that Bosshard in¬ 
tentionally lifted up one partygo- 
er’s skirt during an arrest to em¬ 
barrass and harass him; that 
Wong threw one of the men ar¬ 
rested into a police van using un- . 


necessary force; and that Haggett 
ground his boot into the side of a 
woman’s head when she was 
prone on the ground following 
her arrest, and used other unnec¬ 
essary force. 

According to news accounts, 
Haggett testified before the com¬ 
mission that he charged a man with 
drunkenness because he’d forgot¬ 
ten why he wanted the suspect de¬ 
tained originally - and that several 
people arrested should have been 
ticketed by police and released in 
accordance with police rules. 

Haggett also testified that one 
partygoer was arrested - after 
being chased by police, knocked 
down, and handcuffed - solely be¬ 
cause he made a couple of obscene 
gestures and swore at officers. 

According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle, Haggett’s responses on 
the stand were also sometimes 
“significantly different” from his 
testimony to OCC and police in¬ 
ternal affair investigators, and 
when those interview transcripts 
were read, Haggett “appeared be¬ 
fuddled” and claimed he could 
not remember many details of the 
incident 21 months later. T

The agency promotes self-de¬ 
fense, using whistles and other 
means to make the community 
safer, and provides job training 
for youth.

Jackson said. “Previously, mem¬ 
bers of the [African-American] 
community saw HIV as a gay dis¬ 
ease or affecting people that are 
intravenous drug users. But the 
fact is that virtually all African- 
Americans are at risk.” 

Although Cadre’s clients are 
primarily heterosexual, Jackson 
said the African-American com¬ 
munity is contracting HIV faster 
than any other racial group in San 
Francisco. 

Presenters at this weekend’s 
training will include Celi Adams, 
director for Home Care Compan¬ 
ions; Eugene and Linda Menifee, 


from the Institute for Communi¬ 
ty Health; and Duncan Tam, a so¬ 
cial worker at Laguna Honda 
Hospital. 

After training, volunteers will 
be placed with clients and hospi¬ 
tals to provide advocacy, emo¬ 
tional support, networking and 
referral services, Jackson said. 
Clients for The Cadre are typical¬ 
ly in the areas of Potrero Hill, 
Bayview, Hunter’s Point, Sunny- 
dale, and Lakeview. 

Volunteers will be asked for a 
minimum commitment of three 
months’ service. The Cadre’s 
emotional support team is also an 
opportunity for citizens to gain 
training and work experience for 
future employment. 

“All people with an interest in 
working with this population are 
welcome,” Jackson said. “Even if 
they have no experience, this is a 
good opportunity to get those 
skills.” 

Registrations for volunteer 
training will be accepted until 
training begins on Saturday, Jack- 
son said. Cadre especially seeks 
people of color to volunteer, but 
people of any race and sexual ori¬ 
entation are welcome. T

Olmstead-Rose had nothing 
but praise for Dey and her com¬ 
mitment to fighting violence.

Although Dey is perhaps bet¬ 
ter known for her television roles, 
she has been involved with sur¬ 
vivors of violence for many years.

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T his week is going to be better than 
last week. 

Last week the president put his 
signature to DoMA, the so-called “Defense 
of Marriage Act” written and promulgated 
by Bob Barr, Newt Gingrich, and Bob Dole 
- all of whom have left their first spouses 
and refused to pay support for their chil¬ 
dren, which makes them transparent 
trans-parents, and not at suitable for the 
task of defending marriage or the family or 
much at all, in fact. 

This week, on the other hand, is Leather 
Week and the Folsom Street Fair. 

Last week the U.S. Congress, in a last- 
minute maneuver, also added a provision 
to the new immigration bill that is gradu¬ 
ally revealing itself to be almost unimagin¬ 
ably hateful. If allowed to pass, the addi¬ 
tional provision would prevent legal im¬ 
migrants with HIV from receiving assis¬ 
tance in fighting the disease - and as Con¬ 
gressman Barney Frank pointed out, leaves 
them vulnerable to deportation. There are 
no exclusions, so tax-paying immigrants to 
America who support themselves with me¬ 
nial hospital jobs are now doubly jeopar¬ 
dized by needle sticks: if they get infected, 
they’re utterly out of luck. That is an in¬ 
credibly harsh reality for our Congress to 
want to make into law. And yet, it’s just 
about par for that bunch. 

This week, on the other hand, is the 
Women's Weekend at the Russian River. 

It’s good to have this celebratory week¬ 
end, especially five weeks before the elec¬ 
tion, where so many of us can convene, 
converse, and concentrate on how won¬ 
derful it is to be alive before we go out 
there and do battle with so many people 
who need to be fought. 

This weekend look around at the gay 
men and women who surround you and 
remember: this is the face of America. Not 
because we want it to be so, but because it 


is. We are the general population - with all 
its strengths and weaknesses - and are 
therefore entitled to bitch like hell about 
our hateful Congress and the Three 
Deadbeat Dads and Hodcarrier of 
the Apocalypse. 

Fortunately, it doesn’t have to . 
end in bitching - and it should¬ 
n’t. This is the week thousands of 
gay and lesbian Californians are 
going to register to vote before the Octo¬ 
ber 7 deadline. Remember, bitching 
without intending to vote is 
like putting on a condom 
without intending to have 
sex: it’s just chafing and stu¬ 
pid. 

Speaking of condoms, this weekend is 
supposed to be celebratory, not dangerous.

W hen California Attorney General 
Dan Lungren’s August 4 raid on 
the San Francisco Cannabis Buy¬ 
ers Club (CBC) was an attack on the barely 
surviving counterculture - a classic divide- 
and-conquer maneuver by the Puritanical 
jihad. 

The raid exposed the ugly face of his po¬ 
litical violence - with the CBC doubling as 
campaign headquarters for Prop. 215, the 
statewide medical marijuana initiative, and 
Lungren a Prop. 215 arch-foe. 

. At first, a riptide of support ran toward 
the club - within two weeks, however, mo¬ 
mentum evaporated. City officials aban¬ 
doned the effort to declare a medical mari¬ 
juana health emergency, and the injunction 
closing the club was sustained. 

A hit-piece in the August 14 SF Weekly 
was symptomatic. “Ultimate responsibility 
for the shuttering ...belongs with one per¬ 
son: [CBC founder] Dennis Peron,” scold¬ 
ed author George Cothran. “Peron had 
turned his program into something that 
smacked of a dealer’s enterprise.” 

Locally, a little lie spearheaded the “di¬ 
vide and conquer” charge. 

Cothran touted the innuendo that “be¬ 
hind the scenes, needle-exchange advocates 
[were] trying to drop the curtain” on Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano’s call for a health 
emergency dispensation for medical mari¬ 
juana. 

But no reporter has produced one on- 
the-record quote from any needle-exchange 
advocate opposed to medical marijuana. In 
fact, among harm reduction advocates, 
public support for the CBC, and for med¬ 
ical marijuana, remains virtually monolith¬ 
ic. 

The lie made its mark nonetheless. The 


CBC’s political back-up evaporated. 

Even Peron was contrite. “In my loneli¬ 
ness, I ran the club .. .with my heart instead 
of my head,” he said in an August 13 state¬ 
ment. “I apologize to the wonderful people 
who have supported the cause of freedom, if 
I have let you down.” 

Granted, as Ammiano puts it, Peron is 
not Mother Theresa: he’s a capitalist. But 
beyond such concessions to reality, was 
Peron’s heart really in the wrong 
place? 

Suppose, for instance, some bags 
sold at the club slipped out a 
proverbial side door, destined for 
recreation. Suppose a doobie or 
three hadbeen joyfully toked in the 
club’s hippie-Victorian 
digs, as stereos crooned, 

“If you’re goin’ to San 
Francisco, wear flowers in 
your hair...” 

Does this justify Lungren’s raid? 

(In focusing on allegations of non-med¬ 
ical sales at the CBC, Lungren seemed to 
concede that medical sales were not so vul¬ 
nerable. But now he’s busted the L.A. club, 
whose non-smoking, medical-only policies 
were scrupulous - and whose leader, Scott 
Imler, was feuding with Peron over such is¬ 
sues. Divide and conquer.) 

Consider the pain, suffering, and sick¬ 
ness soothed or ameliorated by marijuana. 
Also consider the uniquely safe, supportive 
space the club provided. Consider the cash 
the CBC brought into the neighborhood, a 
local asset unlike anything this side of Am¬ 
sterdam. Consider how this indoor, safe 
‘venue helped “clean up the streets.” 

Even if allegations made against the CBC 
are true, they rest on bigger lies. It’s time for 
the jihad’s lies and assumptions to be chal¬ 
lenged head-on. 

How heinous is the specter of recre¬ 


ational pot? 

The president says, “I didn’t inhale,” run¬ 
ning rightward to prove he’s not a “coun¬ 
terculture McGovernik.” Barry McCaffrey, 
his drug czar, calls medical marijuana “a 
cruel hoax.” 

Earlier this month, Joseph Califano (De¬ 
mocrat, HHS Secretary under Carter, now 
at Columbia University) released survey re¬ 
sults confirming that people who experi¬ 
mented with drugs when young expect 
their children to do so, too - and, where pot 
is concerned, that they aren’t over- 
whelmed by this “crisis.” Cali- 
fano, desperate for spin-control, 
reprimands such adults r- in¬ 
sulting their intelligence. 

As parents, boomers 
are buttressed by solid 
experiences and perspec¬ 
tives about priorities, ef¬ 
fects, and real dangers - 
more illuminating than “I didn’t inhale” - 
and by more worldly wisdom than “Just say 
no.” They know what it is for a generation to 
dream of remaking the world, in images as 
quintessentially American as Walt Whitman 
or Woodstock. Today’s kids could use such 
dreams. 

In contrast, today’s drug war has ceded 
the streets to gangsterism, heroin, and 
crack, as politicians intone, “Work hard and 
play by the rules.” 

The reality of pain and suffering, of life 
and death- and of politics- now demands 
an effective campaign for Prop. 215, and a 
realistic means of meeting medical needs. 
That’s a necessary goal, but a limited one. 
Meanwhile, we must keep working toward a 
tolerable future, where a Joycelyn Elders, or 
a hippie, or a lesbian or gay couple is re¬ 
spected fully as part of the American “fam¬ 
ily.” The alternative is the death of the 
American dream. ▼

I am in complete opposition to your condemna¬ 
tion of The Cafe’s action (of removing the heterosex¬ 
ist couple). In fact, I applaud their unflinching stance, 
and only wish more queer places would be so forth¬ 
right. How often I go to a gay bar to see bartenders 
do absolutely nothing about a hetero couple getting it 
on amidst a gay crowd that really is disgusted with 
het-sex arrogance, and desires to avoid it for a short 
while, by going to these pro-homosexual establish¬ 
ments (which, by the way, play mostly hetero love 
songs: egad!). If any action should be taken, it should 
be against those bartenders, waiters, clerks/shop own¬ 
ers, etc. who look the other way when “hets” flaunt 
their sexist behavior in lesbian or gay environments. 

I encourage more people in our community to pa¬ 
tronize The Cafe, and any other les/gay spots that ac¬ 
tively staunch any and all heterosexist behavior. Post¬ 
ing a sign to this effect, as Damon Jacobs suggested in 
his brilliant flash of insight - will most likely increase 
customer volume.

I’ve been praying about this for quite a while, and 
after the passage of the “Defense of Marriage Act” in 
the Senate, I’ve been led to take action.

Those who are privileged to undertake the legal 
contract of marriage have other avenues available to 
them to do so - they may obtain the services of a 
judge, a J.P. ,or some other secular official to have 
their relationship recognized in law. But as a priest of 
Christ’s Church I will not act as a legal representative 
of Government in perpetuating policies that are dis¬ 
criminatory, immoral and unjust, and as a citizen I 
must protest when my partner and I are denied the 
equal protection of the laws guaranteed to us in the 
Constitution. 

I also view this as an opportunity to teach all cou¬ 
ples about the covenantal nature of Christian mar¬ 
riage, which transcends the contractual aspects of a 
legal relationship.

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Wedding bell blues

H | e all knew it was coming. 

President Bill Clinton, 

If m true to his word (this 
time, anyway), signed the Defense 
of Marriage Act (DoMA) over the 
weekend.

The predictable outraged reac¬ 
tion from our community is no 
doubt welcome in certain Demo¬ 
cratic quarters. The election is less 
than seven weeks away, and gays 
and lesbians waving signs in front 
of TV cameras excoriating Clin¬ 
ton can only help his “centrist” 
image. 

Besides, can you imagine the 
issue Clinton would have handed 
Bob Dole, Ralph Reed, Pat 
Robertson, et al. if he had signed 
DoMA?

“The Hallinans” (Vivian, 
Lisa, Audrey and Viva) are giv¬ 
ing a fundraiser/reception at their 
home this Saturday, Sept. 28, 2-5 
p.m. for Municipal Court judge 
candidate Kay Tsenin ($35 and 
up donation requested; 437-4700 
for info). 

State Democrats are quietly 
discussing the possibility of win¬ 
ning back control of the Assembly 
(a gain of five would do it), and 
state Republicans are reportedly 
very worried. One top GOP 
strategist told me that “if Clinton 
keeps that big double-digit lead 
into November, we’re in serious 
trouble.” 

If I had a few extra bucks, I 
might put it on challenger 
Michaela Alioto (D) upsetting 
Rep. Frank Riggs in the First 
Congressional District. And don’t 
be too shocked if East Bay Demo 
challenger Ellen Tauscher 
knocks off GOP incumbent Bill 


Baker in the 10th District. 

And don’t forget tomorrow

An early informal Field Poll 
last week showed the yes votes on 
Prop. 215, the Medical Marijuana 
initiative, leading by close to a 2-1 
margin. Some feared the initiative 
might be in trouble after the CBC 
raid publicity. 

City officials in Palm Springs, 
where former Veep Spiro Agnew 
lived for years after leaving office 
in disgrace, say he gave tens of 
thousands to various charities in 
that city. (Nice, but where did he 
get it?) 

The new presidential debate 
dates - and I hope these are final - 
are Oct. 6 (Clinton vs. Dole in 
Hartford, Conn.); Oct. 9 (Al Gore 
vs. Jack Kemp in St. Petersburg, 
Fla.); and Oct. 16 (Clinton vs.

So, B of A gets 
a headline on the OpEd page 
suggesting it’s done something 
wrong - and an implied muscle 
flex by a government official with 


a say in where the City and 
County holds bank accounts. I 
think there’s something just a tad 
unseemly about this. 

Note again that Reverend 
Brown approves of how B of A 
conducts its business and hiring; 
this is not a case of demanding a 
company stop doing business 
with, say, an apartheid 
regime. It’s more like, 
“Yes, you’re above your 
hiring and production 
quotas, but we didn’t see 
you at The Party’s big rally 
to smash imperialism. 
And you’ve always 
seemed so nicely re-ed¬ 
ucated, comrade.” 

Real ugly 

Those who 
judge right 
action by the 
show people make of favoring 
the cause du jour will be suckers 
for people making such a show 
for personal advantage. When 
that turns to how vehemently 
one denounces real or perceived 
“enemies of the people,” things 
can really get ugly. Or didn’t you 
notice the overwhelming vote in 
Congress for the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act? 

Question: When are those Je¬ 
hovah’s Witnesses at your door 
not Jehovah’s Witnesses? Answer: 
When they’re a Marxist friend 
asking you out for coffee because 
“we need to talk” - and the talk 
turns out to be about your poli¬ 
tics. 

As I’ve said before, cases can 
be made that the remedy of affir¬ 
mative action is still necessary, 
and against Prop. 2Q9. Not that 
this registered with this friend^ 
who condescendingly called me a 
reactionary because I didn’t be¬ 
lieve that property is theft or that 
invention and innovation have 
nothing to do with the produc¬ 
tion of wealth - and that since 
I’m not loudly and angrily op¬ 
posing Prop. 209 because the 
“right wing” is for it, I must be 
playing into the hands of the 
right wing. 

I don’t think she was pre¬ 
pared for my economic and eco¬ 
logical arguments for scaling 
back immigration to a replace¬ 
ment level to keep livable a state 
running out of water and paving 
over its fine farmland; she must 
have assumed I’d say something 
bigoted instead. So we lapsed 
into that dead silence that occurs 
when fundamentalists are trying 
to convert you and your re¬ 
sponses don’t play into their 
script. We barely agreed to dis¬ 
agree; when I said I didn’t think 
her solutions would improve 
things, she snorted derisively 
and said, “I’m nowhere near the 
point of thinking about solu¬ 
tions.” And that’s the problem, 
isn’t it? ▼

Mad About You had a lesbian-pos¬ 
itive plot line and further devel¬ 
oped the character of Paul’s les¬ 
bian sister Debbie. As Jamie and 
Paul search for a gynecologist, 
Debbie suggests her girlfriend, 
Joan. Jamie goes to see Joan, but 
tells her she is still looking around 
for other options. In the interim, 
Debbie brings Joan to meet her 
parents for the first time. Jamie 
figures that since Joan is Debbie’s 
lesbian lover, the mother will dis¬ 
like her, and while Jamie feels bad 
about it, she looks forward to fi¬ 
nally getting off the “bottom of 
the family totem pole.” 

But Joan is so intelligent, 
funny, and warm that the parents 
both love her, and take it person¬ 
ally that Jamie and Paul haven’t 
jumped at the chance to name 
Joan Jamie’s gynecologist. 

“Joan is your sister-in-law, 
practically,” the mother says. The 
father adds that since she’s a les¬ 
bian, she has added expertise. 
They accuse Jamie and Paul of 
homophobia, which is clearly not 
the issue, and Joan comes to their 
defense. In typical sitcom fashion 
it all gets diffused and, in the end, 
Jamie chooses Joan. 

Please thank NBC for a smart, 
funny plot line which is an excel¬ 
lent example of how affirming, re¬ 
alistic lesbian and gay characters 
and issues can be woven into a 
show without being sensational¬ 
ized or canonized.

Dubba-dubba-doubly 
offensive show on WB 

The September 11 episode of 
the WB show The Wayans Broth¬ 
ers contained several repugnant 
remarks and gestures. The plot re¬ 
volves around the two brothers, 
Marlon and Sean, trying to hit on 
the same woman. At one point 
when the woman asks where Sean 
is, Marlon says he is “getting oint¬ 
ment for his lesions,” as if to imply 
that Sean has AIDS and is thus 
both undesirable and someone to 



avoid. Later, when she asks Mar¬ 
lon if he is bilingual, he vehe¬ 
mently replies, “No, I just like 
girls,” waving his hands and shak¬ 
ing his head as if being bisexual 
would be a really bad thing. 

Finally, in a subplot, when one 
of Pops’ female friends wants to 
lose weight for her high 
school reunion, he suggests 
his own diet, saying, 
“When I get done with 
you, you’ll have every 
guy giving you their 
number- and some 
freaky girls, too!” 
From his inflection, it 
is clear that he does 
not mean “freak” in 
the Rick James sense. 

Write the WB and 
tell them that this kind of hateful 
mocking of lesbians, bisexuals, 
and people with AIDS is never 
funny, and the Wayans Brothers’ 
cheap jokes not only fall flat, they 
contribute to the marginalization 
of gays, bisexuals and people with 
AIDS.

GLAAD Alert update: 

T.J. Maxx and ad agency 
make apologies 

Following protests from 
GLAAD over a commercial for 
T.J. Maxx that ran nationally last 
week - in which an effeminate 
fashion designer in a caftan be¬ 
comes hysterically enflamed over 
the company’s low prices - both 
T.J. Maxx and the creators of the 
ad, Ingalls, Quinn and Johnson, 
have made public apologies for 
perpetuating a worn-out and 
denigrating stereotype about gay 
men. As Bob Hoffman, president 
and creative director of the ad 
agency Gearon Hoffman said in a 
September 16 Adweek story, “I was 
surprised at the stereotype of the 
pouty, effeminate, gay fashion de¬ 
signer. It was about as stereotypi¬ 
cal as it gets.” 

In a September 12 letter to 
GLAAD, T.J. Maxx President and 
CEO Ben Cammarata stated that 
he “sincerely regrets any misrep¬ 
resentation or offense that [the 
ad] may have caused. Never was 
there an intent to stereotype or 
dishonor any group or individual. 
The commercial is no longer air¬ 
ing, and we will not air it in the 
future. T.J. Maxx recognizes the 
importance of achieving sensitiv¬ 
ity through our advertising.” 

A day later, Bink Garrison, 
chairman of the board and CEO 
of Ingalls, Quinn and Johnson, 
told GLAAD that he “sincerely re¬ 
grets any offense that this particu¬ 
lar ad may have caused. We cer¬ 
tainly never intended to demean 
anyone.”

, floating, 
l exhale to 
prevent sinking. Your arms 
slice neatly through water again 
and again with an air of resolve, a 
methodical liquidity. While occa¬ 
sionally breaking the steady pat¬ 
tern, you can drown the day’s 
thoughts and problems while pe¬ 
rusing the bodies of others that 
pass on either side like dolphins. 
Through goggles, every¬ 
thing is framed with a 
camera-like clarity. 

You gasp between 
laps. You remember to 
work on your flip turns. 

You anticipate spotting the 
curves of another swimmer 
who rises from the 
water. You breathe in 
the scent of chlorine. 

No other athletic 
endeavor, for me, is 
closer to pure pleasure 
than swimming. Perhaps it’s the 
fact that time and gravity’s rav¬ 
ages prevent full participation in 
other sports. The buoyancy factor 
in swimming relieves so much 
pain associated with other activi¬ 
ties. 

Like the Burt Lancaster char¬ 
acter in The Swimmer , I hopped 
pools for a long time. In a swim¬ 
ming course at City College, I en¬ 
joyed the cleanliness of Balboa 
Pool while being annoyed with 
the high school kids’ pranks in the 
wading lane. At the Mission Pool, 
I noted the clear class lines of the 
Lap Swim folks consisting of 
mostly white queers affluent (or 
slackerous) enough to take an af¬ 
ternoon off swimming. At San 
Francisco State, I regularly have to 
dodge the flapping limbs of those 
students whose aquatic instruc¬ 
tion lacks the basics. At all pools, 
of course, I take into account the 
homo ratio and consequent cruise 
factors. 

Swimming is the most exhibi- 
tionistic of sports. You’re stripped 
down to almost nothing, body 
contours displayed. You have to 
get over the fact that no matter 
what your size, shape or color, 
people are going to be looking at 
you. But like the abrasive chemi¬ 
cals in the water, you leave with a 
feeling of ritual, having overcome 
body self-doubts, having tran¬ 
scended the weight of the earth, if 
only for a short time, and if only 
back and forth in a cement pit. 

For spectators, diving is the 
pinnacle of swimming, the literal¬ 
ly highest art. Divers poise them¬ 
selves suicidally on cliffs or 



boards, torquing and twisting like 
pens or missiles only to submerge 
with a minimum of splash. It is no 
strange coincidence that the most 
famous gay male athlete is a diver, 
Greg Louganis. 

But Greg isn’t the only one 
who should be peeved at the up¬ 
coming schedule of events at Gay 
Games 98 in Amsterdam, which 
preposterously has eliminated all 
diving events. Instead, the Com¬ 
mittee, composed, I should add, 
of some people who aren’t even 
weekend athletes, has replaced 
the likes of diving 
with real sedentary 
crowd-pleasers like 
Chess and Bridge. Oh, I think 
they also added an Amster¬ 
dam appropriate event, the 
Hash Bar Triathalon. 

Seriously, though, 
diving must be rein¬ 
stated as a Gay Games 
sport. The problem 
with the lack of 
protests, according to 
one source, is that queer divers are 
often individuals with little con¬ 
tact to Gay Games officials. As 
fans of all divers, we should help. 
This discrepancy should be reme¬ 
died before ’98, but it will only 
happen with the complaining 
voices of hundreds of huffy 
homos.

In the meantime, see you in 
the pool. 

It’s not often that I recom¬ 
mend that readers travel east, but 
even I am tempted by this event;

Nothing thrills 
more than a wet jock in Speedos. 

IGLA is the governing body for 
the sports of swimming, diving 
and water polo. They help insure 
the highest standards for aquatic 
competitions. Included in the 
sponsoring groups are the District 
of Columbia Aquatics Club and 
the Washington Wetskins Water 
Polo, the world’s first gay and les¬ 
bian water polo team. 

Ah, water polo, with all those 
thick thighs treading water. I seem 
to recall some especially enticing 
underwater coverage of the sport 
in the 1984 Olympics. That was 
sorely missed in this year’s cover¬ 
age.

Bay Area gay epileptic faces 
trial in medical marijuana case 


Says pot helps him control seizures

N orth Bay resident Alan 
Martinez, 42, pleaded not 
guilty due to medical ne¬ 
cessity to felony marijuana culti¬ 
vation charges Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 17 in Santa Rosa Superior 
Court, saying he needs the pot to 
help control his epileptic seizures. 

The openly gay Martinez was 
bound over to trial, which is ex¬ 
pected to start October 29. He re¬ 
mains out on bail, following his 
arrest in August. 

Jason Miller, Martinez’s lover 
of eight years as well as his regis¬ 
tered caregiver, was also arrested 
in August and faces similar 
charges. The two are being tried as 
co-defendants. 

Martinez and Miller were re¬ 
leased from jail after each posted 
$10,000 bail, according to Lyn- 
nette Shaw, executive director of 


the Marin-Sonoma Alliance for 
Medical Marijuana. 

“I’m innocent, the law is 
wrong and must be changed,” 
Martinez said in a statement. 

Shaw said Martinez and Miller 
were both arrested shortly after 
the raid of the San Francisco 
Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC) by 
state narcotics authorities. 

She said police had seized “a 
handful” of marijuana plants 
from Martinez’s property in June, 
but did not arrest the men until 
August. Shaw said Martinez’s 
lawyer, William Panzer, advised 
against being more specific. 

“They were arrested in August 
after Dennis’ place was raided,” 
Shaw said, referring to CBC 
founder Dennis Peron. 

She added that Martinez, an 
epileptic, has suffered up to 15 
seizures a day since he was 12, and 
uses marijuana with the support 
of his physician. 


“His doctor is willing to go to 
court if necessary,” Shaw told the 
B.A.R. “Because of medical mari¬ 
juana, Alan works full time as a 
nurse’s aide.” 

Martinez works in the Santa 
Rosa area. 

Shaw added that Martinez and 
Miller have been registered with 
the medical marijuana alliance for 
three years as medical cannabis 
user and caregiver, respectively. 

“Alan is well enough to work 
full time, so why should his med¬ 
icine be taken away from him?” 
Shaw asked. 

Stated Panzer, “This is a matter 
of life and death for Alan Mar¬ 
tinez. We consider this a medical 
necessity and a medical right.” 

Shaw noted that if state Propo¬ 
sition 215, the medical marijuana 
initiative, is approved by voters in 
November, it would establish an 
exemption for cases such as this 
one. ▼ 


Two SF groups now fill medical pot void

H n yet another effort to provide 

I medical marijuana to people 
suffering from life-threaten¬ 
ing illnesses, a new group, Flower 
Therapy, has begun selling the 
drug in San Francisco. Staff mem¬ 
bers said although they’re starting 
off slowly, they hope more people 
can be served soon. 

Flower Therapy started around 
September 10, said intake worker 
Todd Swindell. Most of the six-per¬ 
son paid staff formerly belonged to 
the Cannabis Buyers Club that was 
shut down by state narcotic agents 
following an August 4 raid at the 
Market Street office. 

People who have a diagnosis of 
HIV/AIDS, cancer, glaucoma, 
multiple sclerosis, or epilepsy can 
come to Flower Therapy’s office 
with an original letter of diagnosis 
and valid identification (state of 
California driver license, identifi¬ 
cation card, or a passport). From 
there, prospective members will 
be asked to complete an applica¬ 
tion, Swindell said. 

Those with diagnoses outside 
of the five conditions are also eli¬ 
gible to become members of 


Flower Therapy. People need to 
have a physician’s statement that 
marijuana is medically indicated 
for the condition and that the 
doctor will monitor the patient’s 
use of medical marijuana. 

Flower Therapy is one of two 
recent programs that began sell¬ 
ing pot for medicinal purposes 
after the closure of the CBC. In 
late August, Healing Alternatives 
began selling medical marijuana 
and distributes it at local church¬ 
es. Both organizations rely on a 
stringent verification process be¬ 
fore any pot is sold. 

Swindell said the whole 
process at Flower Therapy gener¬ 
ally takes from two to three days. 
One person was able to walk out 
of the group’s office with medical 
marijuana the same day he 
brought in his documents. 

“That’s not the norm,” 
Swindell told the B.A.R. “It de¬ 
pends how up-to-date a prospec¬ 
tive member’s paperwork is.” 

The pot is distributed at 
Flower Therapy’s office in the 
Mission, although no marijuana 
consumption is allowed, Swindell 
said. 

“There’s no consumption of to¬ 
bacco or narcotics on site,” said 


Swindell. “It’s very much like a 
pharmacy. It’s not a hang-out club.” 

Basic Mexican marijuana sells 
for $5 for one-eighth of an ounce, 
while California green bud goes 
for $55 for one-eighth of an 
ounce. 

“Prices will be going down 
once we get up and running,” 
Swindell said. 

There’s no provision right now 
for the pot to be discounted or 
given away to people on limited 
incomes. 

As of September 23, Flower 
Therapy had between 10-13 offi¬ 
cial members who are able to pur¬ 
chase marijuana for medical use. 
Swindell said another 25-30 peo¬ 
ple are awaiting completion of the 
verification process, which in¬ 
cludes confirmation that they are 
under a physician’s care, and that 
their doctors are licensed to prac¬ 
tice medicine in California. T

Newt and the Accidental Gingrich: 

Candace comes to 
A Different Light 



Candace Gingrich: "I'm not doing this for admiration"

B y the time 30-year-old Can¬ 
dace Gingrich embarked 
on a tour of gay America 
this month to promote her biog¬ 
raphy, The Accidental Activist 
[Scribner; 254 pages; $23], she’d 
already had more than her 
Warholian 15 minutes of fame. 
Still, A Different Light Bookstore 
on Castro Street overflowed with 
curious admirers, detractors and 
reporters eager for her coming 
out story on Thursday, September 
19. 

Among the fans and TV cam¬ 
eras, gadfly activist Michael Pe- 
trelis was there to challenge her 
family values, accusing Gingrich 
of “cashing in on the family’s 
name.” 

As long as big brother Newt 
stands two heartbeats away from 
the presidency, queer half-sister 
Candace will continue to be a 
magnet and a curiosity among the 
media and the public - a fact she 
admits working to its full advan¬ 
tage. While her book, written with 
the help of former Advocate re¬ 
porter Chris Bull, offers little in 
the way of red meat, it is giving 
her the biggest burst of media at¬ 
tention yet. 

She’s done Larry King and 
Joan Lundon. She’s been profiled 
everywhere from the tabloids to 
the New York Times. She’s even 
had a spot on the popular sitcom, 
Friends. Indeed, Candace Gin¬ 
grich’s pixieish face has become 
familiar to much of America. 
She’s the baby dyke sister of the 
Speaker of the U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, Newt Gingrich, the 
champion of the so-called “Re¬ 
publican Revolution.” 

Candace was never very close 
with Newt, 23 years her senior. 
Other than the name, about the 
only thing the two seem to have in 
common is their mother. Part of 
her purpose in writing the book, 
Gingrich says, was “to find out 
what Newt truly believes”: is he 
really a homophobic demagogue 
as he appears, or is he merely pan¬ 
dering to the religious right for 
political gain? Thus far, she says 
she has failed to answer this ques¬ 
tion, and it may remain a mystery. 
She rarely speaks to her brother - 
once every year or two, when she 
corners him in an elevator or at a 


family party. He did not agree to 
be interviewed for the book. 

Gingrich came out as a lesbian 
to her family and friends ten years 
ago, at the age of 20. At the time, 
Newt responded with indifference 
through a third party - their 
mother. In fact, no one in the 
family seemed to care much, even 
when big brother became Speaker 
in 1994, and the name “Gingrich” 
became a household word. 

“I never had any requests to 
keep silent or keep quiet, but at 
the same time I knew how my 
family felt about my brother - 
how proud they were of him,” said 
Gingrich at A Different Light. She 
lived in the shadow of the charis¬ 
matic Newt from a very early age. 
“I figured that if I were to come 
out - letters to the editor, head of 
the parade, anything like that - if 
it were to affect his career the 
wrong way, I’d risk losing them: 
their respect, their love.” 

Although she’d been “involved 
in advocacy for women’s issues” in 
college, and graduated in 1989 
from Indiana University of Penn¬ 
sylvania with a B.A. in sociology, 
she “chose to remain what I’ve 
been calling ‘blissfully ignorant’ 


from 1987 until 1994.1 voted but 
didn’t really pay attention to the 
issues.” 

Then Newt escalated his anti¬ 
gay attacks. Friends started bug¬ 
ging her. Reporters were asking 
questions. Gingrich decided she 
was “bored” with her job in Penn¬ 
sylvania sorting boxes for UPS, 
and moved to Washington, D.C. 
with a new goal: to become her 
brother’s worst nightmare as a 
queer spokesperson for the 
Human Rights Campaign [HRC], 
a national gay political group. 

“I haven’t been in the trenches 
very long,” she admits in response 
to critics of her new-found 
celebrity. “But what I’ve been able 
to do is take advantage of the fact 
that people want to know more 
about the relationship. People 
want to know how we can be from 
the same family and have such 
different opinions. I’m not doing 
this for admiration; I’m not doing 
this for credit. I’m doing this be¬ 
cause honestly if I hadn’t taken 
advantage of it, I’m not sure that 
I’d be able to live with myself, 
knowing that I had an opportuni¬ 
ty and could have done some¬ 
thing and chose not to.” ▼

Speed use draws attention 
at forums and conference

A September 9th forum enti¬ 
tled “Crystal in the Castro” 
was the first of a series of 
Stop AIDS Project meetings about 
speed use in various San Francis¬ 
co communities. A similar meet¬ 
ing was held Tuesday, September 
24th to discuss speed use in the 
South of Market area, the hub of 
the gay club scene. 

The forums brought together 
current and former speed users, 
AIDS prevention workers, and 
concerned people who live, work, 
and socialize in the neighbor¬ 
hoods to discuss their concerns 
about amphetamine use and ways 
to alleviate its negative effects. 

Amphetamines (speed, crys¬ 
tal) are stimulant drugs that cause 
a feeling of alertness and a sense 
of well-being. Speed increases sta¬ 
mina and reduces the desire to eat 
and sleep. It can make people feel 


more outgoing and heighten sex¬ 
ual desire, although it may inter¬ 
fere with the ability to reach or¬ 
gasm. 

Methamphetamine - a white 
powder cheaply manufactured 
from common chemicals - may 
be. taken orally, snorted, smoked, 
or injected. Amphetamines affect 
neurotransmitters, the chemicals 
in the brain that control commu¬ 
nication between nerve cells. A 
high lasts for 12-15 hours, and a 
speed “run” may last for a number 
of days; after the high wears off, a 
user typically feels depressed and 
lethargic. In the words of Stop 
AIDS Project’s Matthew Denckla, 
speed can literally “drain your 
brain” of these necessary chemi¬ 
cals. With continued use, larger 
quantities of speed may be need¬ 
ed to achieve the desired effect, 
and heavy use can lead to para¬ 
noia and psychosis. 

At the September 9th meeting, 
Patrick Barresi of the Stop AIDS

Project noted the reluctance to 
address drug use because such 
concerns seem moralistic and 
threatening to people’s freedom of 
choice. One participant pointed 
out that as a “community of out¬ 
laws,” we don’t like to be told what 
to do. However, several others 
emphasized that speed use affects 
not only the user, but also the 
user’s friends and the community 
as a whole, and is therefore a le¬ 
gitimate cause for community¬ 
wide concern. 

Participants discussed the so¬ 
cial meaning of speed within the 
gay community. Crystal has be¬ 
come part of the social landscape 
for many (especially young) gay 
men, and some felt that it had 
“taken over” entire segments of 
the social scene. Speed is widely 
available in dance clubs, cruising 
areas, and on the streets. As to 
why crystal is so popular, forum 
attendees spoke of the way speed 
gives its users more time in their 
overly busy lives, provides an in¬ 
stant social circle, improves self¬ 
esteem and self-confidence, facil¬ 
itates interpersonal interaction in 
a community that all too often 
seems devoid of real intimacy, and 
relieves - albeit temporarily - 
feelings of grief and loss in a com¬ 
munity stricken by AIDS. 

Crystal and sex 

Many users treat speed as an 
aphrodisiac. Unfortunately, an 
amphetamine rush can make 
users forget about - or not care 


about - safer sex. According to the 
Stop AIDS Project, speed users are 
five times more likely to become 
infected with HIV. Heightened li¬ 
bido may increase the risk of un¬ 
protected sex, and prolonged time 
to orgasm can increase the length 
and vigor of intercourse, poten¬ 
tially leading to tissue damage 
which may facilitate HIV trans¬ 
mission. Sharing needles to inject 
speed can lead to direct blood-to- 
blood transmission of HIV and 
hepatitis B. Yet as Michael Siever 
of New Leaf pointed out, people 
can and do use condoms when 
high. Unprotected sex should not 
be seen as inevitable among speed 
users, nor should being high be 
regarded as an acceptable excuse 
for unsafe sex. 

Andy Williams of the Center 
for AIDS Prevention Studies 
spoke of the phenomenon of so¬ 
cial isolation among speed users. 
Non-users often fail to address 
their speed-using friends directly 
about the issue, and people tend 
to become segregated into social 
groups of non-users and “tweak¬ 
ers.” Another participant noted 
that speed tends to make people 
tense, paranoid, and unfriendly; 
he claimed that there is a “speed 
energy” in the Castro - especially 
on weekend nights - that is dri¬ 
ving people away from the area. 

Several attendees expressed a 
belief that the'community as a 
whole should “take a tougher 
stance” on speed use, and to let 
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B.A.R. Readers

Prison officials deny there was a 
hunger strike. 

“Our position is that there was 
no hunger strike,” Lieutenant 
Scott Kernan told the B.A.R. 
“There was some discontent. We 
take hunger strikes very serious¬ 
ly” 

Judy Greenspan, director of 
the HIV/AIDS in Prison Project 
operated by Catholic Charities of 
the East Bay, said that the dis¬ 
agreement over semantics does 
not surprise her. 

“For a day the men did not go 
to the chow hall,” Greenspan said. 

The prisoners held their 
demonstration to call attention to 
a list of demands, several of which 
focused on a correctional officer 
and his alleged harassment 
against African-American and gay 
inmates in the V-wing of the 
prison’s HIV unit. 

On September 12, Greenspan 
said she received a call from an of¬ 


ficial in the California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections (CDC) Di¬ 
rector’s office. Greenspan had 
written to Director James Gomez 
asking that there be an investiga¬ 
tion into the allegations made by 
the prisoners. She said she was 
pleased to receive a response from 
the department and that the offi¬ 
cial told her he will be going to 
CMF to investigate the matter. 

Two weeks ago, Kernan said 
prison officials are “supporting 
the officer 100 percent,” and said 
the inmates’ allegations stem from 
displeasure over prison regula¬ 
tions. 

“We will be taking a look at the 
issues raised by the inmates inde¬ 
pendently,” Kernan said. “We re¬ 
ceived an appeal from the inmates 
and we’ll be responding to that.” 

As for HIV-positive inmate 
Ezra Davis III, who’s a member of 
Gr-eenspan’s prison advisory 
board, he remains in lock-up. 
Kernan said Davis was placed in 
“administrative segregation” for 
inciting other inmates. Three 
other prisoners who were initially 
placed in lock-up have since been 
released back to their cells, Kernan 
added. 

“Ezra’s charge is that he orga¬ 
nized a hunger strike. They always 
try to find a scapegoat,” 
Greenspan told the B.A.R. “It’s 


pretty clear to me that they [the 
inmates] are pretty united against 
this one officer. A lot of the prob¬ 
lems stem from this one officer. 

“This guard started harassing 
people in August about their 
property,” Greenspan said, adding 
that prisoners told her the correc¬ 
tional officer just “passes by white 
inmates.” 

The specific regulation in 
question pertains to inmates 
being held to six cubic-feet of 
property, excluding legal papers. 
Kernan maintained the officer 
was just following procedures. 
Greenspan countered that the 
guard is “trying to rewrite the 
book.” 

Greenspan said she went to 
CMF on September 12 to meet 
with Davis, whom she described 
as a respected jailhouse lawyer 
with support among other in¬ 
mates. 

“Ezra said prisoners have cir¬ 
culated a petition on his behalf,” 
Greenspan added. 

There were several other com¬ 
plaints made by the inmates. They 
included having an open line for 
medical and sick calls at least once 
a week, conjugal visits for HIV¬ 
positive inmates with their spous¬ 
es, improved Ventilatiori for all 
cells, and more library and yard ac¬ 
cess for HIV-positive inmates. T 


State narcs, sheriff’s 
deputies raid LA CBC 

One pound of pot seized , four arrested

f j' f tate Bureau of Narcotic En- 
^i|| forcement (BNE) agents 
*;/]y and Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s deputies raided the Los 
Angeles Cannabis Buyers Club on 
Monday, September 16, seizing 
about one pound of marijuana 
and $600 in cash, and arresting 
four people. 

Scott Imler, founder of the 300- 
member buyers club in West Holly¬ 
wood that started operating in No¬ 
vember 1995, said the bust occurred 
as he was on his way to Santa Cruz 
to meet with BNE agents. That 
meeting never happened. 

In spite of the raid, two days 
later, on September 18, the club 
was back in operation working 
out of a local church, where it 
continues to do business, Imler 
said. The club sells marijuana for 
medical use to people who have 
HIV/AIDS, cancer, and other life- 
threatening illnesses. 

According to Imler, Los Ange¬ 
les County sheriff’s deputies out¬ 
side of the West Hollywood area 
received a complaint from a dis¬ 
gruntled person. 

“What the sheriff’s office is 
saying is that there was a local 
complaint from someone who 


was denied a [club] membership 
who thought they should get 
one,” Imler said. 

Last week’s raid started around 
4 p.m., and lasted for a couple of 
hours. All of those who were ar¬ 
rested were released on their own 
recognizance at around 2 a.m., 
Imler said. 

Imler said that sheriff’s 
deputies serving West Hollywood, 
where the club is located, were 
kept “out of the loop” concerning 
the operation. 

Club members see the raid as 
another politically-motivated ef¬ 
fort by state Attorney General 
Dan Lungren. Imler said he thinks 
the San Francisco Cannabis Buy¬ 
ers Club raid on August 4 was po¬ 
litically motivated, in spite of alle¬ 
gations by law enforcement offi¬ 
cials that the club sold large quan¬ 
tities of pot and had children on 
the premises. He and other club 
staff were surprised by last week’s 
raid of the Southern California 
club. 

“We don’t sell pounds,” Imler 
told the B.A.R. “The Attorney 
General’s Office made it clear they 
weren’t going after clubs that fol¬ 
lowed the rules.” 

He said club staff recognized 
some of the BNE agents who par¬ 
ticipated in the raid, as they had 


apparently tried to get member¬ 
ship in the club a few months ago. 
Imler said they were turned down 
because they didn’t have adequate 
documentation. 

“It’s obvious the BNE had 
done some investigating on their 
own,” Imler said. 

Unlike the San Francisco raid, 
authorities did not seize club 
members’ medical records, Imler 
said, though some were photo¬ 
copied by officers. 

Following the bust, Imler said 
they were locked out of the build¬ 
ing by their landlords, which is 
what led to the move to Crescent 
Heights United Methodist 
Church in West Hollywood. 

Peter Cashman of ACT 
UP/Los Angeles denounced the 
raid and accused Lungren and Los 
Angeles Sheriff Sherman Block of 
“self-serving political posturing at 
the expense of dying people. 

“ACT UP/LA charges that the 
LA raid, like the San Francisco 
raid, is entirely politically moti¬ 
vated,” Cashman stated. 

Imler noted that there is an air 
of fear among club members. 

“Our people were afraid after 
the San Francisco bust. Certainly I 
think a lot of patients are afraid 
and our suppliers are afraid,” he 
said. ▼

T he findings of a four-year 
UC Davis study on hate 
crimes against lesbians and 
gays are expected to have signifi¬ 
cant future impacts upon legisla¬ 
tion, post-crime treatment, and 
other minority groups. 

The study, the first of its kind, 
deals with the serious psycholog¬ 
ical effects of hate crimes based 
on sexual orientation. A team of 
researchers led by Dr. Gregory 
Herek, a UC Davis research psy¬ 
chologist, revealed their findings 
to a community group in Sacra¬ 
mento at the Lambda Communi¬ 
ty Center Wednesday, September 
25. Herek said he felt that since 
the study was conducted in the 
Sacramento area, the findings 
should be shared there first. 

“It’s our way of giving our re¬ 
search findings back to the com¬ 
munity whose members made it

possible,” said Eric Glunt, a pro¬ 
ject director for another Herek- 
led study. Other team members 
include Dr. Jeanine Cogan and Dr. 
J. Roy Gillis. 

Funded by the National Insti¬ 
tute of Mental Health, the study 
found that lesbian and gay sur¬ 


vivors of hate crimes during the 
last five years showed more signs 
of psychological distress - includ¬ 
ing depression, stress, and anger - 
than did gay and lesbian survivors 
of comparable non-bias motivat¬ 
ed crimes during the same time 
period. 

Herek noted that while all vic¬ 
tims of serious crime are at risk 
for such distress, the symptoms 
tend to diminish over time. For 
non-bias crime survivors, most 
psychological problems dimin¬ 
ished considerably within two 
years. However, hate crime vic¬ 
tims suffer higher levels of symp¬ 
toms for as long as five years after 
the crime occurred. 

Herek says the more intense 
symptoms and longer time frame 
appear to be due to hate crime 
victims’ feelings of personal dan¬ 
ger and vulnerability. While all 
crime victims feel personal dan¬ 
ger and vulnerability, for gays and 
lesbians those feelings become 
linked with their gay or lesbian 
identity and become more intense 
because sexual identity is an im¬ 
portant part of self-concept. 


Kinds of victimizations 

Other findings confirm the is¬ 
sues surrounding self-concept, 
and show that hate crime victim¬ 
ization for gays and lesbians is a 
serious problem even in towns 
and cities away from large urban 
centers. Some respondents re¬ 
ported hate crimes or attempted 
hate crimes since they were 16< 
years old* Types-of victimization’ 
included assaults, rapes, rob¬ 
beries, thefts, and vandalism. 

The study indicates that hate 
crimes among gays and lesbians 
are less likely to be reported to the 
police, with only one-third of the 
victims reporting. More men than 
women were likely to report hate 
crimes to the police, while no 
such gender difference was found 
in the 57 percent of non-bias hate 
crimes reported. 

“The significance of this study 
is that it’s the first of its kind for 
gays and lesbians and possibly for 
hate crimes in general,” Herek 
said. “At least I haven’t seen any¬ 
thing of its size with either the gay 
and lesbian community or any 
other minority groups. The im¬ 
portant implications of this study 
have to do with legislation on hate 
crimes. 

“This study shows special leg¬ 
islation detractors that hate 
crimes are different, they have 
greater impact on victims over a 
longer period of time. There is 
also significance here for victims 
of hate crimes and the people 
who are trying to help them. 

“The knowledge that there is a 
long-term overall serious impact 
on people who have been targets 
allows us to look out for different 
manifestations of depression, 
flashbacks, and anger and to treat 
those symptoms. It’s important 
for therapists, those who do advo¬ 
cacy work, and the loved ones of 
victims not to assume it just goes 
away.” 

Herek and his team presented 
their findings on hate crimes last 
month at the annual convention 
of the American Psychological As¬ 
sociation in Toronto. In addition 
to hate crimes were their findings 
on: “choice” in sexual orientation; 
self-labeling, i.e., “gay” versus 
“queer”; being out of the closet; 
coming out to relatives; jobs; rela¬ 
tionships; and family. ▼

Bubba signs DoMA

olklore has it that evil 
^ i things happen in the dead 
of night. So it was perhaps 
fitting that Bill Clinton put pen to 
paper at 12:50 a.m. on Saturday, 
September 21 to sign the Defense 
of Marriage Act (DoMA). He thus 
completed the process of codify¬ 
ing for the first time into federal 
law this major form of discrimi¬ 
nation against lesbians and gays. 

Clinton’s statement in signing 
the bill said, “Discrimination ... 
violate[s] the principle of equal 
protection under the law and has 
no place in American society” Yet 
he also “long opposed govern¬ 
mental recognition of same-gen¬ 
der marriages.” He said the bill 
“clarifies for purposes of federal 
law the operative meaning of the 
terms ‘marriage’ and ‘spouse’” - 
thus making gay partners ineligi¬ 
ble for health insurance coverage, 
Social Security survivors benefits, 
and dozens of other federal bene¬ 
fits and protections. 

The President took the oppor¬ 
tunity “to urge Congress to pass 
the Employment Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation Act.” He came late to that 
position. When the bill was intro¬ 
duced in the Senate in 1994, when 
Democrats controlled Congress, 
he prevented Assistant Attorney 
General for Civil Rights Deval 
Patrick from testifying on its be¬ 
half. Instead, Patrick sent a letter 
supporting the general principle 
of non-discrimination but not 
ENDA itself. It took more than a 
year for Clinton to sign on. 

“It’s sort of typical of Clinton 
doublespeak,” said Bob Barr (R- 
Georgia), a leading proponent of 
DoMA, of Clinton’s statement. “It 
leaves the country wondering 
whether he’s really committed to it.” 

“I’m angry,” said Elizabeth 
Birch, executive director of the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC). 
“I wanted President Clinton to act 


with the highest moral leadership, 
and he has not. It is an unheroic 
move.” HRC endorsed Clinton for 
reelection in February, and has 
said it will not reconsider that en¬ 
dorsement. 

“Remember the day the les¬ 
bian and gay Americans were sin¬ 
gled out for second-class citizen¬ 
ship,” said Reverend Mel White, 
justice Minister with the Metro¬ 
politan Community Church 
(MCC). He led a fast and vigil 
against DoMA, and was one of 
nine people arrested in front of 
the White House the previous 
week in protest. 

“For the first time in US histo¬ 
ry, the legislative and executive 
branches have used their com¬ 
bined powers to legalize discrim¬ 
ination against lesbian and gay 
citizens,” White said. “President 
Clinton has enshrined into law 
the false and inflammatory 
rhetoric of Pat Robertson and 
other religious extremists. We 
must not go silently into the dark 
night of intolerance and discrim¬ 
ination.” 

Evan Wolfson, with the Lamb¬ 
da Legal Defense and Education 
Fund and co-counsel in the 
Hawaii legal challenge to gay mar¬ 
riage, called DoMA “the creation 
of a federal caste system for mar¬ 
riage (second-class citizens, sec¬ 
ond-class marriages). DoMA is 
appalling, it is radical, it is uncon¬ 
stitutional, it is disgusting. Politi¬ 
cians who voted for it should be 
ashamed of themselves.” 

Protests to Clinton’s signing 
were muted, perhaps because the 
community has already been 
drained by the news - first from 
the House, then the Senate - or 
perhaps because the unusual time 
he signed it kept many people un¬ 
aware of the act. 

A handful of protesters greet¬ 
ed Clinton as he left church in 
Washington on Sunday morning. 
About 50 gathered that evening in 
San Francisco. ▼ 


Boston Magazine opens 
closet door on anti-gay gay

T he October Boston Magazine 
- on newsstands September 
30 - includes an article 
about high-ranking GOP political 
consultant Arthur J. Finkelstein 
that shows the apparent disso¬ 
nance between his orchestrated 
victories for archconservative 
anti-gay politicians, and his 
“semi-out status” as a gay man 
with a partner - and two adopted 
children. 

Journalist Stephen Rodrick 
draws a careful portrait of Finkel¬ 
stein, a media-shy operative who 
prefers to work from the shadows 
in masterminding his own “ruth¬ 
less brand of political warfare.” 

“He has become a millionaire 
by working for politicians whose 
policies attack a very important 
and intimate part of his life,” Ro¬ 
drick writes. “Specifically, four of 
Finkelstein’s clients in the Senate - 
Jesse Helms of North Carolina, 
Bob Smith of New Hampshire, 
Don Nickles of Oklahoma and 
North Carolina’s Lauch Faircloth - 
form the core opposition to nearly 
all gay issues before Congress.” 

On September 18, the Wash¬ 
ington Post noted that Finkelstein 
is still working for Smith, who op¬ 


poses gay adoption, but that 
Smith “did not return calls seek¬ 
ing comment on Finkelstein as the 
adoptive father of a 9-year-old 
girl.” 

While confirming that he is 
gay, Finkelstein formally issued a 
statement that “I keep my private 
life separate from my business life 
- something my friends and 
clients understand, appreciate, 
and respect.” Despite that com¬ 
ment, Newsweek and the New York 
Daily News also found his sexual 
orientation relevant to the larger 
story of his politics and business. 

There is a new trend of “out¬ 
ing” in journalism. Many journal¬ 
ists now seem to agree that re¬ 
porting a political personality is 
gay is not an invasion of privacy, 
but merely the accurate coverage 
of an important aspect of that 
person’s life. Their sexual orienta¬ 
tion may be a crucial part of the 
story, particularly when the per¬ 
son shapes policies that effect the 
lesbian and gay community. 
Speaking about Finkelstein’s ho¬ 
mosexuality, for instance, illumi¬ 
nates the sad and greedy 
hypocrisy of his business life. ▼

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PI thinking: Views on protease inhibitors

t the XI International AIDS 

, conference in July in Van- 
JF ' couver, and the I.C.A.A.C. 
conference last week in New Or¬ 
leans, a growing body of evidence 
was presented showing that com¬ 
binations of anti-viral drugs using 
protease inhibitors (Pis) can 
lower a person’s HIV viral load 
more than any other available 
anti-HIV therapy. Evidence is also 
gathering that correlates reduced 
viral load with longer term sur¬ 
vival, and those of us in ACT 
UP/Golden Gate have seen many 
of our friends’ health improve 
dramatically on these new thera¬ 
pies. 

However, there remains much 
confusion about how to use these 
drugs. Conclusive clinical data is 
not available regarding exactly 
when and how best to use Pis, and 
because of the length of time 
needed to gather such data, 
chances are that it will be outdat¬ 


ed by the availability of new drugs 
by the time it is developed. Pa¬ 
tients with HIV and their doctors 
must therefore make choices 
based on the best data available 
and in light of common sense re¬ 
garding what is known about. 
What follows are some observa¬ 
tions regarding use of these ther¬ 
apies. 

Timing isn’t 
necessarily everything 

A key factor to achieving and 
maintaining a long-term anti¬ 
viral effect when using Pis is to 
take the drugs in such a way as to 
delay or prevent the emergence of 
PI-resistant virus. Drug resistance 
develops as a result of mutations 
that happen in the HIV genetic 
code when HIV RNA is copied 
into DNA, just after the virus in¬ 
fects a new cell and before the cell 
starts producing more virus. One 
strategy for preventing resistance 
is to maintain a regular drug-tak¬ 
ing schedule, consistent with food 
intake directions, so that drug lev¬ 
els in the bloodstream will be con¬ 
stantly high enough to reduce 


viral replication, hopefully delay¬ 
ing the emergence of resistance. 

However, many AIDS treat¬ 
ment activists are coming to be¬ 
lieve that too much can be made 
of a “regular drug-taking 
schedule.” A debate raged 
for the last several 
weeks on Crix- i 
List@pinkpage.com, 
an Internet discussion 
group for users of Crixi- 
van, the most widely used 
of the Pis, regarding 
whether people who 
couldn’t take their 
Crixivan on a strict 
every-8-hour sched¬ 
ule should take the drug at all. 
Some participants in the debate 
maintained that people missing a 
dose by even an hour or two were 
doing themselves more harm than 
good and also harming the com¬ 
munity because Pi-resistant HIV 
would spread. 

Theo Smart, treatment advo¬ 
cate for Gay Men’s Health Crisis, 
finds this view extreme. “Yes, peo¬ 
ple on Pis should absolutely take 
the drug every day at the recom¬ 


mended dosages,” says Smart, 
“but it’s unlikely that being an 
-hour or two off is going to make 
that much of a difference. Even 
precisely timing PI dosage will not 
guarantee constant blood-levels, 
because the human body 
doesn’t work that way. 
p Normal daily rhythms 
affect how a drug is 
processed in the body 
^ and levels in the blood. 
People who otherwise 
feel they would benefit 
from taking a PI, 
shouldn’t not do so 
because they aren’t 
sure they can time 
their doses exactly.” 

And while, for the time being, 
people taking Crixivan should 
follow the 8-hour dosing schedule 
currently recommended by 
Merck, the drug’s manufacturer, 
Merck is now beginning clinical 
trials to test the efficacy of twice- 
a-day dosing.

viral resistance. Doing so requires 
combining Pis with other therapy 
because, while Pis are effective at 
suppressing viral load, it is rela¬ 
tively easy for the virus to find 
mutations around the Pis. The 
protease enzyme, which Pis 
blocks, is a small HIV enzyme. 
Protease is a three-dimensional 
machine, constructed of 99 amino 
acids, that grabs onto a long, non¬ 
functional viral protein, searches 
for particular locations, and then 
cuts protein into smaller func¬ 
tional units the virus needs to be 
infectious. Pis are designed to 
bind tightly to the cutting mecha¬ 
nism of the protease enzyme and 
block the cutting action. However, 
a change in one or more of the 99 
amino acids that make up the 
protease enzyme can change the 
shape of the cutting mechanism 
so that the PI cannot bind. If that 
change results in a protease en¬ 
zyme that can still correctly per¬ 
form its function, then the virus is 
said to be resistant to that drug. 
All three available Pis have associ¬ 
ated with them a large number of 
possible mutations that cause par¬ 
tial resistance, and resistance de¬ 
velops quickly when any of the Pis 
are used alone. 

Pis, while excellent suppressers 
of viral load, provide only a short 
wall of resistance the virus needs 
to jump over, so even though 
there are just a few viruses repro¬ 
ducing, some of them eventually 
get over that short wall when Pis 
are used alone. A similar rationale 
applies to the NNRTIs, which 
bind very tightly directly to an¬ 
other viral enzyme, but at a loca¬ 
tion that it is easy for the virus to 
mutate. 

Reverse transcriptase (RT), in 
contrast to protease, is a large and 
complex viral enzyme of about 
500 amino acids that grabs hold 
of the viral RNA, uses host nu¬ 
cleotides in the cellular fluid to 
create a single strand DNA se¬ 
quence that matches the viral 
RNA, and then uses additional 
nucleotides to make the comple¬ 
ment of that DNA strand to cre¬ 
ate double strand DNA. Nucleo¬ 
side analogues, such as AZT, 3TC, 
DDI, DDC, and D4T, block the 
action of RT by forming into de¬ 
coys for the nucleotides. When 
these decoys are grabbed by the 
RT enzyme they cause the RT en¬ 
zyme to freeze, and viral replica¬ 
tion is halted. 

However, none of these drugs 
are very good suppressers of HIV, 
in part because their action is 
somewhat more indirect than Pis. 
Like protease, the RT enzyme can 
mutate in order to avoid the ac¬ 
tion of the inhibitor, but it is 
harder for the virus to find the re¬ 
sistance mutations for RT for a 
given nucleoside, as there are 
fewer mutations associated with 
RT resistance proportional to the 
length of the RT enzyme. So, 
while nucleoside analogues pro¬ 
vide a high wall of resistance for 
the virus to jump over, they are 
such poor viral suppressers that 
the virus has a large number of 
chances to make the jump when 
the drugs are taken alone. 

In theory, a good strategy 
would be to combine a therapy 
that was hard for the virus to mu¬ 
tate around (a high resistance 
wall) with a therapy that reduced 
the virus’ chances to make it over 
that wall. In fact, combinations of 
Pis or NNRTIs (another class of 
drugs that is highly suppressive of 
HIV but for which resistance de¬ 
velops easily) with nucleoside 
analogues have proven far more 
effective and long-lasting than 
taking either class alone. For this

combined inhibition to work ef¬ 
fectively, however, the persons 
viral population must not already 
be highly resistant to the action of 
the nucleoside analogues. It is 
therefore very important that Pis 
not simply be added to an already 
failing anti-viral therapy. Ideally, 
Pis or NNRTIs should be started 
at or very near the same time that 
a person is beginning a nucleoside 
analogue combination to which 
he or she is not already resistant. 

While it is accepted that Pis 
should not be added to a failing 
anti-viral regimen, some doctors 
still talk about “holding back” 
protease inhibitors “until they are 
needed” and starting someone 
out on a nucleoside analogue 
combination, such as AZT/3TC. 
This strategy is inconsistent with 
what is currently understood 
about viral resistance and with re¬ 
cently available clinical data. The 
best clinical results thus far, in 
terms of amount and duration of 
viral load reduction, are in people 
who had never taken AZT, 3TC, 
or Crixivan and who started a 
combination of those three drugs 
at the same time. This informa¬ 
tion suggests that for those who 
have never used anti-virals, the 
two most defensible choices are to 
either start aggressive anti-viral 
therapy, including a PI or NNRTI, 
or to wait and take no anti-viral 
therapy until more data is avail¬ 
able. There does not appear to be 
a good rationale, in terms of pro¬ 


longing anti-viral effect, for start¬ 
ing off slowly - it only helps the 
virus develop resistance. 

Kidney punch 

Finally, it should be pointed 
out yet again that all available 
anti-viral therapies have side ef¬ 
fects or toxicities that must be 
considered when deciding on 
treatment. AIDS progression is 
highly variable. People with HIV 
must examine carefully the likely 
benefits from a therapy to them 
individually given their rate of 
progression and weigh against 
these benefits the possible harm 
from toxicity. 

A growing concern with Crix¬ 
ivan is its effects on the kidneys, 
with a fairly large percentage of 
people taking it reporting severe 
episodes of kidney stones or 
sludge in the kidneys. Merck, the 
drug’s manufacturer, has yet to be 
forthcoming with any additional 
data regarding development of 
kidney problems on Crixivan or 
with a solution. 

People taking Crixivan may 
want to call the Merck Product 
Information Line at 1 (800) 927- 
8888 to get their name and ad¬ 
dress added to a mailing list for 
recent updates regarding Crixi¬ 
van. People having bad experi¬ 
ences with Crixivan, especially re¬ 
lated to kidney stone,s or other 
Pis, should call the same number.

New outlook 
at Horizons

he Horizons Foundation, 
| one of the country’s com- 
i munity foundations serving 
a gay clientele, is at a crossroads in 
its sixteenth year. So said Hori¬ 
zons “Community Builder” award 
recipient Alvin Baum at its annu¬ 
al party September 17th at the 
ANA Hotel, who added that foun¬ 
dations face a double bind: people 
may not trust them with bequests 
until they think they’re big and es¬ 
tablished enough to handle them 
- and they don’t get that way 
without such gifts. 

But, he said, “I sense Horizons 
is on the verge of a breakthrough 
from this chicken-and-the-egg 
syndrome.” It’s close to becoming 
as respectable as the Jewish Com¬ 
munity Foundation, he said, 
where he’s also on the board and 
working toward new programs to 
aid the gay community. Baum has 
been a local attorney, city planner, 
and therapist and is on the board 
of Lambda Legal Defense and Ed¬ 
ucation Fund. 

He and Emily Rosenberg, an 
information and direct mail con¬ 
sultant, both received the “Com¬ 
munity Builder” award for their 
services to gay groups as volun¬ 
teers, consultants, and board 
members. Rosenberg began her 
involvement with A Woman’s 
Place Bookstore in the late 70s. 

Unlike many such events this 
one wasn’t a dinner. It caught an 
after-work crowd of about 200, 
who paid $50 each for a 5:30 to 
8:30 reception, with wine and 
hors d’oeuvres. 

In keeping with the night’s 
theme of “Giving for All Genera¬ 
tions,” special recognition was 
given to groups of elders, includ¬ 
ing Gay and Lesbian Outreach to 


Elders and Spectrum Seniors in 
Marin. They read a statement 
from Phyllis Martin and Del 
Lyons, who contrasted the ac¬ 
tivism of their day, “done by un¬ 
paid volunteers,” with that of 
today, “by national groups with 
million-dollar budgets.” 

Grants this year were fo* 
$5,000 each, up from $2,000 in the 
past, thanks to corporate sponsors 
such as Chevron, as well as indi¬ 
vidual donors. They were awarded 
to 27 groups in areas of arts and 
culture, education, health, AIDS, 
human services, and legal rights. 
Recipients included established 
groups like Women’s Cancer Re¬ 
source Center and LYRIC, and 
new ones like the proposed Com¬ 
munity Center, which got a grant 
for promotional and direct mail 
materials to help it raise addition¬ 
al funds. Unlike most foundations, 
Horizons considers grants for 
start-up operations. 

Requests were up 73% this 
year over last, with 83 proposals 
submitted to the Grants Review 
Committee. Its eight volunteers 
reviewed requests from organiza¬ 
tions and interviewed them. Exec¬ 
utive Director Doug Braley attrib¬ 
utes the jump in applications to 
widespread cutbacks at nonprof¬ 
its. 

The foundation has received a 
$25,000 grant from Pac Bell to de¬ 
velop a “Virtual Community Cen¬ 
ter” on the Internet, planned with 
Digital Queers. It will include in¬ 
formation on groups, how to vol¬ 
unteer, and a calendar of 
fundraising events for those who 
don’t already have their mailbox¬ 
es stuffed with invitations. This 
year Horizons also got a matching 
grant of $20,000 from PG8cE; a 
$25,000 matching grant from 
James Hormel; and a United Way 
grant of $75,000. T

j|| n East Coast promoter who 
M m arrived in the city only a 
mm few months ago is putting 
together his second benefit con¬ 
cert for the Cannabis Buyers Club 
(CBC) and state Proposition 215, 
the medical marijuana initiative, 
to be held this Sunday, September 
29 in San Francisco. 

Mike Malott, who said he 
moved here from Atlanta, Georgia 
with the intention of making a 
low budget film, has put that pro¬ 
ject aside since becoming ac¬ 
quainted with CBC founder Den¬ 
nis Peron and seeing people suffer 
with the closing of the CBC, fol¬ 
lowing the August 4 raid by state 
narcotics authorities. 

As a result he decided to put 
together the benefit shows that 
started last weekend.

ue each Sunday through Novem¬ 
ber 3. 

This is not the first musical 
benefit for Proposition 215 at 
1444 Market Street, the site of the 
former CBC and presently the of¬ 
fice for Californians for Compas¬ 
sionate Use, supporters of the 
medical marijuana initiative. 
Lynne Barnes at the CBC said 
there have been small benefit con¬ 
certs going on every Sunday for 
about the past month. 

“We have been having them, 
but Mike’s trying to upscale 
them,” Barnes said, referring to 
Malott’s concert plans. 

Sunday’s concert features the 
San Francisco-based Sy Klopps 
Blues Band. The group is headed 
by Sy Klopps, who is really Herbie 
Herbert, former manager of Jour¬ 
ney and influential music indus¬ 
try insider. Sy Klopps and his 
eight-piece band made their 
worldwide debut in 1994 when

they opened for Blues Traveler at 
the Fillmore. 

Since then, they’ve shared 
stages with almost all the living 
blues giants, including James 
Brown, B.B. King, Koko Taylor, 
Etta James, Buddy Guy, John Lee 
Hooker, Robben Ford, John May- 
all, Steve Miller, Elvin Bishop, and 
the Bay Area’s Tommy Castro. 

Malott said he’s contacted sev¬ 
eral major artists in an effort to 
get them to contribute some time 
to Proposition 215, and hopes 
that future shows will feature per¬ 
formances by these artists. Addi¬ 
tionally, he is hoping to attract top 
name musicians as spokespeople 
for the campaign. 

Malott hopes the concerts will 
be a way to inform the public 
about Proposition 215. He said he 
feels the general public has the 
misguided impression that the 
medical marijuana movement is 
about “partying or something,” 
instead of marijuana’s medicinal 
qualities. 

“This is an opportunity to get 
people educated about what 215 
is all about, to get them in the 
door,” Malott said. 

Malott, a CBC member him¬ 
self, said he suffers from chronic 
fatigue syndrome. 

“It’s nothing like the days of 
smoking a joint behind the high 
school when you were a kid. Mar¬ 
ijuana clearly has a purpose here,” 
Malott said. 

“For many it is the only thing 
that stimulates their appetite and 
alleviates their suffering.” 

He praised Peron for the work 
he’s done for the medical mari¬ 
juana movement. 

“Dennis Peron is one of the 
most genuine, caring individuals 
I’ve ever met,” Malott said. “He 
has done what he has, truly for 
love and compassion, and that has 
compelled me to do something 
for his cause that would make a 
difference.” 

Malott has just opened a pro¬ 
duction office in China Basin. His 
company, called The Factory, 
makes low budget independent 
films and does other entertainment 
and music-related projects. ▼ 
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Gay marriage trial concludes

fter eight days of testimony 
from expert witnesses on 
child rearing, and about an 
hour of brief closing arguments, 
Hawaii’s landmark same-sex mar¬ 
riage trial concluded Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 20. 

Hawaii Circuit Court Judge 
Kevin Chang plans to rule on the 
case sometime in November, but 
a final ruling is not expected for at 
least a year because both sides 
have said they will appeal to the 
state Supreme Court. 

During closing arguments for 
the state, Deputy Attorney Gener¬ 
al Rick Eichor re-emphasized that 
Hawaii’s ban on same-sex mar¬ 
riages is in the best interest of 
children. 

“We believe the evidence has 
shown that male-female relation¬ 
ships are the most likely to pro¬ 
mote child development,” Eichor 
said. “Children need a mother, fa¬ 
ther, and male-female influences

in their home. 

“The state is entitled to identi¬ 
fy the structure we believe is rea¬ 
sonable,” Eichor said. “If marriage 
is reduced to love only, then why 
not allow three, four, or more 
people who love each other to 
marry?” 

Dan Foley, one of the attorneys 
for the three gay couples suing the 
state after being denied marriage 
licenses, urged the judge to only 
consider evidence presented in 


the case and whether the state has 
met its burden of showing a 
“compelling” reason why gays 
should be banned from getting 
married. 

“Argument is not evidence,” he 
told the judge in the non-jury 
trial. 

“The record in this case shows 
that there is no evidence to show 
that issuing a marriage license to a 
same-sex couple will harm or has 
an adverse impact on a child,” 
Foley said. “The undisputed evi¬ 
dence in this case is that same-sex 
parents and gay and lesbian par¬ 
ents are just as fit and as loving as 
heterosexual parents.” 

The Hawaii Supreme Court 
ruled in 1993 that denying the 
three couples’ marriage licenses 
amounted to gender discrimina¬ 
tion and violated the state Consti¬ 
tution’s equal protection clause 
unless the state could show a 
compelling state interest in doing 
so. The state said its compelling 
interest is promoting the optimal 
development of a child. T

users know that people care about 
what they are doing and the ef¬ 
fects it’s having on themselves and 
others. With all the apparent ben¬ 
efits of speed use, people should¬ 
n’t shy away from talking about 
the downside: the “crash” that fol¬ 
lows a high, and the negative ef¬ 
fects on one’s health and budget. 

The latter part of the meeting 
focused on concrete action steps. 
Participants agreed that the goal 
was not to demonize speed users 
or to drive them out of the Castro, 
but rather to open up a dialogue - 
to bring the issue out of the bath¬ 
rooms and into the streets. Various 
tentative action proposals were put 
forth, including enlisting mer¬ 
chants in publicizing the issue with 
windows displays, creating alterna¬ 
tive social activities where speed 
use is not expected, developing a 
“welcoming committee” to help 
introduce newcomers to the area, 
outreach in dance clubs, and a 
“talking wall” where people can 
convey their feelings about speed 
use and express their concerns for 
their speed-using friends. 

International attention 

The Stop AIDS forums are 
part of a wave of increased atten¬ 
tion to speed use. At the First In¬ 
ternational Harm Reduction 
Conference held September 18-21 
in Oakland, a plenary address and 
a workshop session were devoted 
to speed use among gay and bi¬ 
sexual men. Although ampheta¬ 
mine use is widely associated with 
the West Coast, it is becoming a 
national phenomenon. Chilly 
Clay, of the Seattle-King County 
Department of Public Health, 
raised many of the same issues

There are repeated acts of vio¬ 
lence.” 

Cloutier told the B.A.R. that 
Rogge had not filed a police crime 
report about the incident. 

Rogge said he complained to 
co-owner Terence Flannery about 
the mistreatment, but was al¬ 
legedly told that “nothing inap¬ 
propriate” had occurred and that 
Flannery did not believe him, ac¬ 
cording to the complaint. Flan- 


discussed during the Castro 
forum. He noted that for many, 
crystal use is seen as liberating, al¬ 
lowing the exploration of sexual 
acts and body parts that are soci- 
etally “forbidden.” He also point¬ 
ed out that for those disabled by 
AIDS, speed may be the only 
thing that enables them to get 
through the day - speed is “not 
just a way to get high, but also a 
way to get well.” 

During the workshop, partici¬ 
pants, including Siever of New 
Leaf, speed expert Michael Gor¬ 
man of the Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse Institute, Wayne Blanken¬ 
ship of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, and Ferd Eggan of 
Los Angeles Community Devel¬ 
opment, discussed the sexual 
meanings of speed use. Although 
most speed users are heterosexual, 
the gay male community has been 
the first to call attention to the rise 
in speed use and its association 
with HIV/AIDS. Gorman stated 
that between 1990 and 1995, there 
has been a 1000% increase in 
emergency room admissions due 
to speed use. For gay and bisexual 
men, it is impossible to discuss 
speed use without discussing sex¬ 
uality. 

Yet as Eggan pointed out, there 
is not a necessary physical con¬ 
nection between speed use and 
sex, but rather a social construc¬ 
tion unique to the gay male com¬ 
munity. For some groups of gay 
speed users in parts of Europe and 
Australia, and for many young 
heterosexual users, “speed is the 
opposite of sex.” 

Eggan also called attention to 
the condition known as “crystal 
dick,” in which one may experi¬ 
ence increased sexual desire ac¬ 
companied by an inability to sus¬ 
tain an erection or achieve or¬ 
gasm, leading to the situation of 


nery also began openly referring 
to Rogge as a “faggot,” the suit 
says. 

In another alleged incident, 
Rogge found a news clipping 
stuffed in a pair of his shoes that 
referred to Digital Queers, a gay 
advocacy group which provides 
computer training and support to 
lesbian and gay rights groups 
around the country.

“ten million bottoms looking for 
a top,” and the associated implica¬ 
tions for safer sex. Blankenship 
emphasized the need for “after¬ 
care” for those who stop using 
speed, to help them find ways to 
incorporate “sober sex” back into 
their lives. 

In keeping with the conference 
theme, participants discussed 
ways to make speed use safer for 
those who do not want to stop, in¬ 
cluding making sure to drink lots 
of water, eat enough'food and get 
enough sleep, as well as keeping 
safer sex supplies readily available. 

In response to a question about 
speed use among queer women, 
Siever stated that such use is sig¬ 
nificant among lesbian and bisex¬ 
ual women, who are more likely 
than drug-using queer men to use 
more than one drug. While the so¬ 
cial connection between crystal 
use and sex is not prominent 
among women, lesbians and bi¬ 
sexual women appear increasingly 
to be adopting male patterns of 
drug use and sexual behavior, es¬ 
pecially young queer women who 
socialize with young queer men. A 
former lesbian speed user claimed 
that “sexual identity becomes 
more malleable” when on speed, 
and noted that sex between les¬ 
bians and gay men while high was 
not uncommon. Siever also point¬ 
ed out that speed use is common 
among transgendered persons, 
who may use it to help “facilitate 
persona change.” ▼

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he title makes Vive VAmour sound like a minor 
French bedroom farce from the ’60s (maybe di¬ 
rected by Claude Lelouch and starring Annie Gi- 
rardot). But like the film itself, the title is deceptive. Vive 
L’Amour is in fact a Taiwanese film from 1994, a major work 
by one of the stars of Taiwan’s New Cinema, Tsai Ming-liang 
(best known for 1993’s Rebels of the Neon God). And its tone 
is far from the exuberance implied by the word “Vive.” This 
is a masterfully bleak, subtly comic treatment of a unique 
love triangle — much of it unconscious and unrealized — 
among three people whose lives intersect in an empty, high- 


rise apartment and the noisy, dehumanizing streets of mod¬ 
ern, industrial Taipei. 

May (Yang Kuei-mei) is an unmarried real-estate agent 
on the verge of middle age. She spends long hours going 
through the motions of trying to sell an empty apartment in 
Taipei’s wretched real-estate market. The film shows us her 
typical day in grueling detail as she climbs atop garbage cans 
to nail up signs; screams into a cellular phone while eating 
lunch; and diffidently points out the nebulous virtues of a 
property to a prospective buyer (“the air is nice here”). Tsai 
Ming-liang’s assiduous attention to detail frequently yields 


breathtaking, if not unsettling, results, as in an amazing se¬ 
quence in which May attempts to kill a fly buzzing around 
her head. Few directors could get this much mileage out of a 
throwaway moment, but May is somehow made to register 
both cosmic annoyance and a kind of mindless indifference 
as she chases the insect through the room. 

Of course, May’s nights are different from her days. By 
moonlight she haunts the streets in search of pick-ups, a 
process the director records with keen awareness of human 
behavior. Ah-jung (Chen Chao-jung), a hustler type who

f dentity politics have taken center 
stage in contemporary art pro¬ 
duction in recent years as, under 
the rubric of multiculturalism, ex¬ 
hibitions have poked and prodded at the 
feminist, African- American, Native-Amer- 
ican and lesbian and gay experiences, 
among others. Now the Jewish Museum San 
Francisco is home to “Too Jewish? Chal¬ 
lenging Traditional Identities,” a show in 
which twenty-three artists explore their 
Jewish-American identity through their art. 


Cynics might be excused for thinking that 
multiculturalism has gone about as far as it 
can fruitfully go. As one critic has sneered, 
“What’s next? ‘WASP Art?”’ 

Partly, such cynicism is warranted, for 
American Jews, as successfully assimilated 
into American culture as any group, have 
been full participants in the adventure we 
call modern art (think Rauschenberg, think 
Rothko). But, as the exhibition’s title sug¬ 
gests, Jewish artists who have treated their 
ethnicity as the subject of their art run the 
risk of being marginalized. “Too Jewish?” 
has a role to play in a supposedly secular 
culture, in which compulsory Christmas 
carols and sub-surface anti-Semitism are

looks at Keats (Wayans) there is 
such tenderness in his dim-weasel 
face that I think a real opportuni¬ 
ty has been missed; Universal 
should have marketed this formu¬ 
laic drivel as the taboo love story 
it really is, and then watched its 


stars run for cover.” 

So are we suggesting that you 
rush out and catch the flick? 
That’s up to you. It really is 
dumber than dumb — and pretty 
violent, too — and buying into 
Schwarzbaum’s analysis requires 
the same sort of mental contor¬ 
tions that were required to accept 
Sharon stone’s Basic Instinct 
character as empowering to 
women.

Borscht-belt shenanigans

Marilyn Sokol, Remo Airaldi, and Maureen McVerry in Shiemiel the First 


of its music and form (the music 
has been composed, adapted, and 
orchestrated by Hankus Netsky; 
lyrics by Arnold Weinstein). 
Klezmer is an improvised musi¬ 
cal idiom that elicits a virtuosic 
response from its musicians, and 
in Shiemiel director/choreogra¬ 
pher David Gordon has culled 
exceptionally energetic perfor¬ 
mances from both his dynamite 
cast and musicians. Grown adults 
play children, nearly everyone in 
the eight-person ensemble plays 
multiple roles (stuffed dummies 
fill in for roles momentarily va¬ 
cated), and a character’s given 
sexuality is no barrier to its being 
performed by a member of the 
opposite sex. And the songs, with 
their outlandish recitatives, fever¬ 
ishly accelerating choruses, and 


improbable subject matter, get 
zany, oversized performances. 
One hilarious number requires 
that the action stop so that the 
players can extol the virtues of 
blintzes, while another leads the 
troupe into a Jewish version of a 
Tommy Tune minstrel-style 
showstopper. Hats off to a mar¬ 
velous cast that includes Thomas 
Derrah, Maureen McVerry, 
Charles Levin, Marilyn Sokol and 
others. In short, Shiemiel the First 
is clever, tuneful, witty, and, 
above all, creative. It is a musical 
made of love for the art. ▼

Theatre opened its theatri¬ 
cal season last week with a 
resounding musical wake-up 
call, Shiemiel the First, based on 
Isaac Bashevis Singer’s retelling 
of stories about the town of 
Chelm, whose inhabitants are all 
fools. Robert Brustein first made 
Singer’s stories into an apprecia¬ 
ble, but bookish, play. While it 
rested on the shelf, the Jewish 
festival music known as klezmer 
underwent a revival. When 
Brustein subsequently bumped 
into the irresistibly joyous, 
rhythmic music — think Dix¬ 
ieland scored by Nino Rota — 
his play became what is now hu¬ 
morously billed as a “new 
Klezmer musical.” 

Just like gay people — and for 
the same reasons, I’m sure — 
Jews, historically, have been quick 
to make fun of themselves. Hence, 
their satirical folk tales about the 
citizens of Chelm. The enjoyment 
of this silliness, and that of the 
klezmer music which gives voice 
and vigorous movement to the 
satire in Shiemiel, is universal. 
Non-Jews may miss a word or two 
of the Yiddish flavorings sprin¬ 
kled about, or a few musical in¬ 
jokes quoting Jewish folk tunes, 
but the mix of high theatrical art 
ladled lavishly over lowbrow puns 
and Borscht-belt shenanigans, all 
seasoned with the antics of 
vaudeville and burlesque, is inter¬ 
faith sort of stuff. 

What sets S/i/emie/spinning so 
merrily is the amazing cohesion 


ish female body and the idealized 
(goyish) Barbie doll (ironically, 
created by a Jewish woman) are 
foregrounded in Hannah Wilke’s 
“Venus Pareve,” a group of plaster 
self-portraits in a rainbow of col¬ 
ors. Semitic traits are examined 
and accepted: the hairy backs of 
the male couple in Dennis Kar- 
don’s “Lover’s Quarrel”; the 
galaxy of schnozzes in his “Jewish 
Noses,” casts of the beaks of 49 
Jewish artists and critics, recreat¬ 
ed at one-and-a-half scale to 
make them monstrous. 

In all, the show’s tone is that of 
artists considering what might 
embarrass them about their her¬ 
itage, what they might hide, and 
celebrating those “too Jewish” 
features instead. Neil Goldberg’s 
“Shecky” mounts publicity pho¬ 
tos of Borscht-belt comedians on 
matzoh. Lieberman’s triptych 
“Pushy/ Cushy/ Tushy” finds San¬ 
dra Bernhard in Jap-pish modes. 
And Neil Goldberg links a tradi¬ 
tional synagogue garment with 
‘90s body consciousness in his 
“Workout Tallis.” 

Oy vey, there’s even a gay con¬ 
sciousness. Leibowitz’s “Stonewall 
Yarmulke (Shalom Independence 
Day July 4th 1776/ June 27 1969)” 
uses the gold stamping inside 
prayer caps, traditional for bar 
mitzvahs and weddings, for some 
guerrilla gay liberation. Gold¬ 
berg’s “Untitled (Hinged 
Matzahs)” is an AIDS memorial,

each panel bearing the name of 
an opportunistic disease. And the 
video program includes Greg 
Bordowitz’s “Fast Trip, Long 
Drop” and Sandi DuBowski’s 
“Tomboychick.” 

The show’s installation in the 
Museum’s cramped quarters on 
Steuart Street make a visitor all 
the more impatient for its immi¬ 
nent move to a renovated utility 
substation in Yerba Buena. The 
news that renowned architect 
Peter Eisenman will be responsi¬ 
ble for the new Jewish Museum, 
scheduled to open in ‘99 or ‘00, 
whets the appetite. 

Meanwhile, “Too Jewish?” 
challenges and provokes. As the 
pickle commercial goes, “You 
don’t have to be Jewish...” But 
why shouldn’t American Jews ex¬ 
plore their situation in art? Amer¬ 


ican Jews are not European Jews, 
nor Israelis: they’re mostly secu¬ 
lar and non-observant, but want 
to connect with their heritage 
culturally. This show is a good 
start. 

A panel discussion, “Too Jew¬ 
ish? Jewish Enough?” including 
Norman L. Kleeblatt, the show’s 
curator, and Angels in America 
playwright Tony Kushner, will 
take place Thursday, Oct. 17, 8 
p.m. at the Forum, Center for the 
Arts, 701 Mission. For more in¬ 
formation, call 543-8880.

“Believe it or not, we did not 
mount this exhibition to perpet¬

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On being gay 

Dan Butler; Fortune and Men's Eyes

D an Butler is one man alone 
on a stage, but he has all of 
gay history up there with 
him. In his energetic and heartfelt 
show The Only Thing Worse You 
Could Have Told Me, in town at 
the Bayfront Theatre as part of 
the Solo Mio Festival, Butler tells 
the story of being gay from as 
many points of view as he can 
possibly fit into 90 minutes. 

Best known as Frasier’s Bob 
“Bulldog” Briscoe, Butler has 
written a show that allows the 
actor to share what he considers 
the best — and worst — aspects 
of being gay. Over the course of 
15 scenes, Butler, a stocky, sexy 
performer, tackles gay life from 
the vantage point of an ardently 
straight ladykiller whose child¬ 
hood buddy has just come out to 
him in a noisy bar; a love-struck 
romantic showing off the prize 
gymnast lying in bed beside him; 
an exuberant little boy who is un¬ 
wittingly party to his best friend’s 
erotic experiments; and a man 
named Dan whose mother (in a 
taped conversation) admits she 
won’t tell her husband that his 
stepson is gay. 

The actor then morphs into a 
bigoted ACT UP activist fed up 
with drug addicts, straights,, 
blacks and dykes; Joey, a butch 
homo whose nelly boyfriend 
staves off bashers with brio and 
dignity; and a gay naysayer called 
“The Critic.” As the show barrels 
toward its finale, Butler describes 
coming out to his father: “The 
only thing worse you could have 
told me,” the older man says, “is 
you were dead.” As the dumb¬ 
struck son, Butler struggles and 
fails to come up with a witty re¬ 
tort. 

There is a lot of empty talk 
about pride in the gay communi¬ 
ty (made worse by all the enter¬ 
prising capitalists who have 
learned how to market it), but 
Butler’s show is a valiant and ulti¬ 
mately successful effort to N forge 
character, humanity, and courage 
into an expression of pride. From 
his position as a sitcom celebrity, 
Butler has chosen to give some¬ 
thing beyond high-profile Holly¬ 
wood homosexuality. 

Cornhole manifesto 

While Butler triumphs in his 
expression of pride, the New 
Conservatory Theatre all but 
slaps it into solitary confinement. 
John Herbert’s 1967 prison 
drama Fortune and Men’s Eyes 
opens NCT’s second gay pride 
season, though there is very little 
about this play or production to 
be proud of. 

Director Arturo Catricala has 
chosen to play this jailhouse 
soaper straight, which is a giant 
misstep. Dialogue like “Feed your 
snickers to the chickens at jug- 
up” cries out for camp treatment, 
or knowing self-awareness at the 
very least. But Catricala asks his 
five actors to “make it real,” which 
they do all right, only they make 
it real bad. 

Herbert’s play asks us to be¬ 
lieve that a generic detention fa¬ 
cility circa 1967 is a hotbed of ho¬ 
moerotic intrigue and doubles¬ 
peak. There’s a definite pecking 
order, and if a con knows what’s 
good for him, he’ll play along 
with “the game” to avoid a “gang 
splash.” Rocky (Jeffrey Gowan) is 
the big rooster on his block, or so 


he thinks. He bunks with Quee- 
nie (Leon Goertzen), a peroxide 
blonde whose well-placed booty 
has made her some friends in 
high places, and a bookwormy 
simp known only as Mona 
(Philip Newby). An ulcer-suffer¬ 
ing guard (Bruce Cronander) 
likes to stir things up, but he’s too 
close to collecting his pension to 
get involved. 

Added to this convict concoc¬ 
tion is a tender young hayseed 
named Smith (Daniel Talbott 
sounding too much like Forrest 
Gump), dubbed Smitty by his 
new roommates. Rocky takes to 
Smitty like white on rice, but 
Smitty ain’t so dumb. He learns 
fast and soon topples Rocky from 
his roost and up-ends Queenie’s 
royal posturing. By play’s end, 
there is a new cock on this walk, a 
tough who has learned the hard 
way about “the backside of de¬ 
cency.” 

Fortune and Men’s Eyes sounds 
like it could be a hoot, but this 


production doesn’t give one 
much reason to do so. The actors 
are sporting but wildly uneven in 
their attempts to wring heavy 
drama from pulp. In fact, several 
performances border on truly 
terrible. 

These boys, who look like they 
are barely out of high school, 
seem about as manly as amateur 
porn stars on a makeshift prison 
set. Whatever messages there are 
in this play about homophobia, 
brutality and penal sodomy are 
lost. A better name for this pro¬ 
duction might be Boy Scouts 
Cornholing in the Big House. T

B erkeley Repertory Theatre’s 
current production of 
Heartbreak House is a 
valiant attempt to stage an impos¬ 
sible play. Only the finest perfor¬ 
mances could begin to illuminate 
George Bernard Shaw’s mystify¬ 
ing admixture of high romantic 
comedy, rumblingly self-con¬ 
scious philosophizing, and ni¬ 
hilistic absurdity. 

Written in 1916, when Ger¬ 
man zeppelins regularly trolled 
the English skies blasting the 
countryside, Heartbreak was not 
produced until after the war. 
Shaw’s image of England as a kind 
of territorial Titanic headed to¬ 
wards an Armageddon-style ice¬ 
berg compounded of its own van¬ 
ities is, unfortunately, unmatched 
by any purely dramatic action the 
characters can play out on an un¬ 
derstandably human level. 

For three and a half hours we 
gaze, clueless, as a sampling of 
spoiled upper-crust ladies and 
gents, plus one enterprising capi¬ 
talist, idle away a lovely Septem¬ 
ber day in the Sussex countryside. 
At this home of an ex-sea captain 


who shares Lear’s foolishness but 
lacks his desperate depths, people 
wander listlessly about flirting 
with each other, speaking in epi¬ 
grams and claiming to have bro¬ 
ken hearts. But they’re all so brit¬ 
tle and bloodless that their having 
hearts at all is beyond an audi¬ 
ence’s willful suspension of disbe¬ 
lief. 

Berkeley Rep’s edifying pro¬ 
gram notes inform us that 
Chekhov’s Cherry Orchard was 
Shaw’s direct inspiration. Anyone 
familiar with that masterpiece will 
recognize a similar End of the 
World ambiance. But where 
Chekhov was content to observe 
and chuckle, Shaw seems to want 
to skewer and alarm. Lacking the 
Russian doctor’s long view, based 
on a clinical intimacy with the vi¬ 
cissitudes of the human heart, 
Shaw ends up skewering himself 
on a high-minded but ultimately 
vacuous symbolism: 

Staging such an ambitious play 
can’t be easy. Director Sharon Ott, 
who is also the theater’s artistic 
director, has chosen to set the play 
in something-like-1916-Sussex. 
The actors then go about their 
business, pretending to be more- 
or-less English and eccentric. The 


problem with such a literal-mind¬ 
ed attempt at reconstructing the 
play’s real historic moment is that 
the company ends up exerting it¬ 
self in re-creation rather than 
tackling the more pressing task of 
getting to the dark, mysterious 
heart of the play. 

Act One was rough-going, as 
characters announced themselves 
and explained their itinerary with 
a heavy-handed thoroughness 
that made it sound as though 
there were coded messages in 
every line. No one looked at ease 
on the meticulous yet somehow 
fragmentary set by Kate Ed¬ 
munds. As the performers settled 
into their roles and were given 
beautiful duets to play in Act Two, 
things looked up. We forgot about 
1916 and Sussex and enjoyed the 
human drama. 

Act Three reserved a new kind 
of trouble for us all. As the party 
took their places on the terrace 
with after-dinner drinks, waiting 
for the zeppelin’s bombs to fall, 
the tenor of the language shifted, 
but the cast failed to rise to the oc¬ 
casion. They couldn’t get it up for 
the End of the World. So, when 
the bomb finally did fall and 
killed the Capitalist and the Bur¬ 
glar, there was just a sort of empty 
“Oh, really?” — no irony, no 
shock, no unconscionable glee.

t will be a cold day in hell be¬ 
fore I ever find jerry Lewis 
funny. His nutty shenanigans 
have never been to my taste, but 
you have to hand it to him, he has 
survived every career mutation 
and then some. Last year he added 
Broadway star to his list of con¬ 
quests, and now he’s taken his act 
on the road. 

Lewis is starring as Mr. Apple- 
gate, otherwise known as Satan, in 
the revised version of the sassy 
1955 musical Damn Yankees. The 
show was revived for Broadway 
two seasons ago and is currently 
housed at the Golden Gate The¬ 
atre. A tale of Faustian dimen¬ 
sions, Yankees is the story of an el¬ 
derly baseball fanatic who sells his 
soul to the devil for another shot 


at youth and the opportunity to 
take his last-place Washington 
Senators all the way to the World 
Series. 

Dean Martin’s erstwhile butt 
boy is comatose for most of the 
show, and when he does rouse 
himself from time to time, he 
mugs unmercifully. Some things 
never change. At best, Lewis is 
doing a wan impersonation of 
himself, one that would at least be 
convincing in the hands of a more 
robust comedian. 

The real reason people should 
see this show, aside from the glo¬ 
rious score by Richard Adler and 
Jerry Ross, is Valerie Wright’s sul¬ 
try, star-making performance as 
Lola, the devil’s temptress-for 
hire. Following in the footsteps of 
Gwen Verdon, Broadway’s origi¬ 
nal Lola, Wright makes the char¬ 
acter a vixen with a sly sense of 


humor and a leg extension to kill 
for. 

Though set in the sumptuous¬ 
ly fabulous ’50s, this Yankees def¬ 
initely has a contemporary feel. 
The baseball player/chorus boys 
are adorable, and there is nothing 
better than a musical number 
(“Heart”) set in a men’s locker 
room (this production even al¬ 
lows a little nudity!). Even though 
Lewis fouls out, this Damn Yan¬ 
kees is a grand slam. ▼

Going through the motions 

Tharp! is less than the sum of its parts

I eteran choreographer and 
modern-dance icon Twyla 
Tharp visited Zellerbach 
Hall last weekend with the world 
premiere of the three new pieces 
that make up Tharp!, the road 
show she plans to take on na¬ 
tional and international tour 
over the next two years. 

If the exclamation point after 
Tharp’s name seems a tad pre¬ 
cious, the program’s three works, 
Sweet Fields, 66, and Heroes, pro¬ 
vided ample evidence that the 
show ought to have been entitled 
Tharp®. 

Tharp disbanded her 23-year- 
old company in 1988 in order to 
pursue other endeavors, notably 
The White Oak Project (her col¬ 
laboration with Mikhail Barysh¬ 
nikov) and commissions for new 
works and revivals from Ameri¬ 
can Ballet Theater, The Paris 
Opera Ballet, London’s Royal 
Ballet, and other companies. 

For Tharp!, however, the 
choreographer assembled a tour¬ 
ing group of 14 members chosen 
from extensive nationwide audi¬ 
tions, a process that introduced 
two major problems into the 
project: The dancers are very 
young (and they look it), and 
they don’t know Tharp tech¬ 
nique (and they show it). In 
other words, Tharp! looks exact¬ 
ly like what it is: a pick-up com¬ 
pany. The result is that Sweet 
Fields, 66, and Heroes have a di¬ 
luted, second-hand feeling to 
them—something like the pale 
depictions of George Balan¬ 
chine’s great works that keep 
showing up in San Francisco 
Ballet programs. 

Let me hasten to say that the 
members of the Tharp! ensemble 
are fine dancers who will proba¬ 
bly go on to be even finer 
dancers, but there is no escaping 
the nagging sense that what 
Tharp! offers is an evening of 
Tharp dances set on someone 
else’s company. The individual 
movements are executed correct¬ 
ly; the dedication of the dancers 
is' obvious. But the heart and 
soul of Tharp are missing in ac¬ 
tion. Gone are dancers like Sara 
Rudner and Shelley Washington, 
who devoted themselves to 
Tharp for years and by whose 
maturity (in dance-wo rid terms) 
Tharp technique had become as¬ 
tonishing, even miraculous to 


behold. 

Sweet Dreams, the evening’s 
opening work, is set to Shaker 
hymns, including new arrange¬ 
ments of traditional music as 
well as work by such composers 
as William Billings, the so-called 
“American Primitive” who was 
well-known in the second half of 
the 18th century, and others. 
Most of the songs are for a male- 
only or female-only a cappella 
chorale, reflecting the Shaker be¬ 
lief in segregation of the sexes, 
and Tharp divides her dancers 
up the same way. 

For the most part, Tharp also 
restricts the ensemble to a rever¬ 
ential, even prayerful movement. 
Dancers repeatedly reach out¬ 
ward from the center of their 
bodies, gracefully unfolding 
arms in a gesture that leaves the 
palm up and open. But the 
phrase becomes as relentless as 
the music, whose tempo and tex¬ 
ture vary only slightly; indeed, 
the monotonous lighting design 
— dim and dimmer — helps the 
30-minute piece devolve into a 
visual and aural drone. 

The evening’s second work, 
66, displays Tharp’s signature 
appetite for an impressive vari¬ 
ety of musical styles — classical 
compositions, love songs by 
Frank Sinatra, original scores by 
David Byrne, and practically 
everything in between. She calls 
the sound collage for 66 “lounge 
and bachelor pad” music, which 
is as good a description as any. 
It’s an amazing assemblage of 
Muzak, bossa nova, big band, 
and smarmy instrumentals 
played on everything from the 
harpsichord to the marimba — 
plus one vocal: a recording of 
Dean Martin singing “Ain’t That 
A Kick in the Head?” 

The best work of the evening, 
66 shows off enough of the fa¬ 
mous Tharp humor to make one 
nostalgic (dancers in two huge 
auto tires — one on toe and one 
in jazz flats — wander through 
the piece like the famous high¬ 
way of the title). It also has ter¬ 
rific dancing. Shawn Mahoney, 
as a rickety old man in jeans and 
suspenders, throws away his cane 
and transforms himself into a 
dancin’ fool with all the loose- 
limbed, “aw, shucks” flair of a 
Gene Kelly. 

Tharp gives Julie Stahl and 
Andrew Robinson some pretty 
great duets, too, and their 
breakups and make ups, which 


are the through-line of 66, show 
the brilliance and sexiness Tharp 
can bring to heterosexual part¬ 
nering (in one section, Robinson 
lifts Stahl, winding her around 
his body, then cradles and 
throws her — all while posi¬ 
tioned on his knees). 

Tharp! ends with Heroes, set 
to a Philip Glass symphony in¬ 
spired by the music of David 
Bowie and Brian Eno. One sens¬ 
es that Tharp was trying in He¬ 
roes to tap the same avalanche of 
movement and energy that char¬ 
acterize older pieces like The 
Catherine Wheel and Fait Accom¬ 
pli, but the attempt never gelled. 
One understands that Heroes is 
about conflict. Beyond that, the 
work is a little opaque. 

Glass’ score, however, is fasci¬ 
nating. It’s a more melodic and 
harmonically interesting Glass 
than we are used to hearing — 
even if he does throw in one of 
his stale tricks, an ear-splitting, 
clangorous crescendo, a signal to 
anyone whose attention has 
wandered that the end of the 
composition is near. 

Oddly, it isn’t until those final 
moments that Tharp seems to 
notice the score (she closes He¬ 
roes with an equally abrupt 
tableau). Otherwise, the music 
and the movement wander 
through Heroes like two lanes of 
the same highway. With Tharp at 
the wheel, one hoped for much 
more. ▼

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Endangered species?

The Drag Queens of New York by 
Julian Fleisher; Riverhead Books,

1 f Audubon had been queer 

and living in the late 20th cen- 
I tury instead of the early 19th, 
he might have written a book like 
The Drag Queens of New York. 
Subtitled An Illustrated Field 
Guide , this work by Julian Fleish¬ 
er catalogs 28 key players in the 
New York drag world, providing 
photos, interviews and such per¬ 
tinent vital stats as whether or not 
they tuck. 

Will the queens profiled in this 
book be offended by talk of their 
“habitat” (clubs, theaters) and 
“plumage”? Some might, but 
Fleisher clearly means no disre¬ 
spect with the jokey bird analogies 
and even apologizes for the book’s 
central conceit near the begin¬ 


ning: “There is a point at which 
ornithological similes no longer 
fly. The humanity of these stories 
is not meant to be undercut by 
one writer’s particular perspective 
or overweening desire to extend a 
metaphor.” 

The Drag Queens of New York, 
which is split evenly between the 
catalog of queens and Fleisher’s 
commentary on the past, present 
and future of New York drag, is an 
entertaining little read. Fleisher’s 
writing is consistently smart and 
funny, filled with both thoughtful 
analysis and great one-liners, for 
instance: “Irony without glamour 
is dull and unsexy, while glamour 
without irony is the Rose Bowl 
Parade.” 

But, you might ask, why just 
New York? Why not broaden the 
discussion to include drag in 
other cities? The answer is that 
Fleisher is an unapologetic East 
Coast supremacist when it comes 
to drag. “There are plenty of 


queens in San Francisco and LA,” 
he concedes, “but the New York 
scene had already been in full 
swing by the time either of those 
questionable fault lines had even 
been settled. Drag in New York is 
drag at its best; a centuries old tra¬ 
dition, with its own iconography, 
its own vernacular and its own sa¬ 
cred sights.” 

As proof Fleisher offers up a 
historical overview of New York 
drag, beginning with the story of 
Edward Hyde, governor of New 
York in the 1700s and namesake 
of Hyde Park, who was a notori¬ 
ous crossdresser. Fleisher’s brief 
history mainly concentrates on 
our own century, touching on the 
heyday of drag nightspots like the 
82 Club and the Jewel Box Review 
in the ’50s and ’60s, as well as The 
Pyramid and the Boy Bar in more 
recent years. Pioneer performers 
are also given their due, from the 
triple threat of the late ’60s and 
early ’70s, Jackie Curtis, Candy 
Darling and Holly Woodlawn, to 
the folk-damaged John Kelly in 
the ’80s. 

Of course, the aforementioned 
luminaries all paved the way for 
the beloved, if overexposed, drag 
superstar of the ’90s, RuPaul. 
Fleisher notes that RuPaul had to 
seriously clean up his act (no 
more naughty anal sex simula¬ 
tions) in order to reach a wider 
audience. While no one would be¬ 
grudge Ru his current success in 
movie cameos and on MTV, the 
mainstreaming of drag that has 
taken place in the wake of his suc¬ 
cess is troubling. He has raised the 
expectations of beauty and glam¬ 
our and given drag a non-threat¬ 
ening face and presence, which 
has left a lot of the scarier and 
much more inventive queens 
struggling for recognition. 

The growth in drag’s popular 
appeal, the result of what John 
Waters has called the “Disneyiza- 
tion” of queens, has Fleisher pon¬ 
dering the future of drag. “If so 
much of the energy of drag is gen¬ 
erated by its outsider status, what 
will fuel it if it finds acceptance, 
even absorption, into the main¬ 
stream?” he asks. “In other words, 
if the neurotic fantasy of a cross- 
dressed, cross-over success is real-

ized, then what will that subver¬ 
sive form subvert next?” 

Fleisher may ponder the shape 
of drag’s future, but he doesn’t for 
a minute doubt that drag will 
have one. “When the next star 
comes up from the minors, s/he 
will likely invent an entirely new 


form of entertainment or recon¬ 
figure or combine existing ones 
with such vigorous originality 
that it appears new,” he asserts. If 
any queens can maintain drag’s 
edginess and creativity into the 
new millennium, Fleisher is confi¬ 
dent that New York queens can. ▼

Gender Shock: Exploding the 
Myths of Male and Female by 
Phyllis Burke; Anchor, $23.95 

^1! he first defining moment in 
a human being’s life,” says 
t§ Phyllis Burke in Gender 
Shock, “occurs in the birth room, 
and in medical terminology it is 
called ‘the announcement.’ Not 
concerned with health, or weight, 
or fingers and toes, the announce¬ 
ment consists solely of the sex of 
the infant’s body. From the mo¬ 
ment of birth, the baby is handled 
in a way considered appropriate 
to the body’s sex. Appropriate col¬ 
ors are chosen, appropriate toys 
are selected, appropriate religious 
and social rituals are performed.” 
Thus begins the child’s induction 
into the repressive and soul-de¬ 
stroying world of bipolar gender 
identity. You are defined as a boy 
or a girl, and from then on, your 
behavior is rigidly consigned to 
one of only two choices. 

What if your natural bent is, 
well, bent? What if you have a 
penis and enjoy cooking? What if 
you have a vagina and like rough 
and tumble play? Not to worry. 
An army of psychiatrists, provid¬ 
ed with an approved diagnosis, 
Gender Identity Disorder in Chil¬ 
dren (GIDC), will descend on you 
and your family. Using drugs, be¬ 
havior modification, electroshock 
and aversion therapy, they will 
straighten you right out. 

Don’t be at all confused about 
this. These assaults on the gender 
independent are taking place right 
now, and the hidden agenda (hid¬ 
den because since 1973, homosex¬ 
uality has not been listed in the 
Diagnostic and Statistical Manual 
of Mental Disorders (DSM)) is to 
eradicate queers. Thanks to 
GIDC, “there were still diagnoses 
that could be used to punish peo¬ 
ple for things that could be per¬ 
ceived as relating to sexual orien¬ 
tation.” 

Consider the case studies au¬ 
thor Burke reports. Jamie, who at 
age six (yes, six ) was dropped off 
by his parents (whom he never 
saw again) at a psychiatric hospi¬ 
tal, stayed there for the next 20 
years, until he escaped, numbed 
by anti-psychotic drugs and sub¬ 
jected to more than 600 elec¬ 
troshock “treatments.” His illness: 
he wasn’t appropriately butch 



enough. 

Becky, at age seven, was “diag¬ 
nosed as having ‘female sexual 
identity disturbance’ which man¬ 
ifested as ‘deviant gender behav¬ 
ior.’” Translation: Becky liked bas¬ 
ketball and climbing and refused 
to wear dresses. The diagnosing 
doctor, George Rekers, planned to 
use taxpayer dollars, provided by 
the National Institute of Mental 
Health, to demonstrate that he 
could “produce ‘a reversal of pro¬ 
nounced cross-gender identity to 
a normal female sexual identity.’ 
[Burke comments] That a 
seven-year-old girl can be de¬ 
scribed as having a sexual identity, 
normal or otherwise, and that the 
United States Government fund¬ 
ed this experiment, and many 
others like it, is alarming.” 

Rekers succeeded in unbutch- 
ing the child, and by age 8 1/2, ac¬ 
cording to the doctor’s report, 
“‘Becky was enamored with the 
male examiner and wanted to give 
him her phone number so that he 
could call her every night and 
every day.’ ... Dr. Rekers consid¬ 
ered her cured because her rela¬ 
tionship with an adult man was 
consuming, obsessive, even sexu- 
alized,” 

Revolutionary vision 

Although horror stories like 
these abound in Gender Shock, the 
book is considerably more than a 
mere collection of case studies. 
Burke is proposing nothing less 
than a revolution in the ways in 
which we see and define our¬ 
selves. Gender is nothing more 
than a fancy word for behavior, 
and the insistence of the patri¬ 
archy on a bipolar gender system 
serves to regulate behavior in op-

Suffer the children

M y brief conversation with Phyllis Burke 
about her new book, Gender Shock, starts 
with good news. “The Human Rights 
Commission just passed a resolution,” Burke ex¬ 
plains, “asking the APA (American Psychiatry As¬ 
sociation) to stop diagnosing Gender Identity Dis¬ 
order in Children (GIDC) and to stop government 
funding of coercive treatment of GIDC” 

Gender Identity Disorder - that’s when girls like 
to play sports or boys don’t. Yes, it’s true. Our tax 
dollars are being used to fund this damaging as¬ 
sault on children’s behavior. Burke is amazed, and 
gratified, by the “strong response of people who 
have read Gender Shock. I get letters from people 
telling me they feel better about themselves having 
read the book. They know they’re not alone, they’re 
not the only person in the world to feel like they 
don’t fit in a prescribed gender role.” 

Burke’s had some difficulty herself living in the 
post Gender Shock world. “I feel like people are 
walking around in a mass hallucination. They are 
so locked into the male/female thing. Remember 
in the early women’s movement when we talked 
about dick moments? [A click moment is a sudden 
revelation of sexism, hitherto unnoticed because it 
is so pervasive. The experience was likened to hear¬ 
ing a click in your head, as when you saw for the 
first time that the boys in your class were called on 
to the exclusion of the girls who also had their 
hands raised,] Well, I have to think that clicks are 
starting around the issues of gender. Not everyone 
yet, but more people every day.” 

That abusive gender “treatments” continue to 
this day infuriates Burke. “The United States gov¬ 
ernment has no business spending tax dollars to 
subsidize child abuse. Besides, if we take away re¬ 
search dollars [from psychiatrists], their minds will

follow right along.” Elimination of funding is key, 
Burke believes, “because a grant from a national or¬ 
ganization gives legitimacy to the work,” 

Burke is hard at work “on a couple of novels 
right now that use the information I learned dur¬ 
ing my research for Gender Shock, but in a more 
playful way. I hope that will enable me to reach 
more people with this information. ” Burke has 
great hope that queers of all kinds will lead the 
fight for gender independence because “we love 
looking at the world in unexpected ways.” ▼

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A fabulous singer - and lesbian

Ferron—still riot (Warner Bros.) 

' he fact that my nearest 
neighbor is moving, to 
11 Boston no less, has, I am 
certain, nothing whatever to do 
with the fact that I have been play¬ 
ing Ferron’s new CD non-stop for 
the past two weeks. 

Is there a singer or songwriter 
today who speaks more poetically 
or accurately about the varieties 
of the lesbian experience than 
Ferron? Her latest, still riot y is a de¬ 
light. The song “alice says yes” tells 
the story of new love with wit and 
insight. Is there anyone newly in 
love who hasn’t done this: “I call 
up my old friends to tell 
them/Any excuse to say your 
name”? Ferron is not only the 
poet of new love, but specifically 
of lesbian love, as in “When you 
gave me a brown care bear/I gave 
you a miniature moving van.” 

Ferron looks at past loves as 
well, with the wry humor of a 
woman who knows her commu¬ 
nities. In “dazzle the beast,” she 
sings of being at the cape at 
Christmas, “a tag-a-long friend,” 
when her ex arrives at the party 
with her new lover. “I try to think 
of what I’m wearing/hoping none 
of it’s yours.” Ferron’s tale of 
Sadie, who works at a restaurant 
called Anything You Want, and 


her confusion about the lady who 
works the graveyard shift, is very 
funny. It also serves to remind us 
that “It’s so amazing what you 
don’t find out when you’re danc¬ 
ing” 

Ferron’s writing is deeply per¬ 
sonal, but I found myself thinking 
that the person she is writing 
about is me. Most lesbians, I sus¬ 
pect, can find themselves in Fer¬ 
ron’s musings on lesbiana. She re¬ 
minds us of the feelings we may 
have forgotten, of new love and 
lost love. Ferron challenges her 
listeners to claim our power, and 
to live our lives fully. She does all 
that with superb musicality. 

Lesbian Chic continues apace. 
still riot, distributed by Warner 
Bros., arrived with an explanatory 
essay by NPR’s Tom Manoff. In 
three pages praising Ferron past 
and present, he does not once 
mention the “L” word. He does say 
“we expect true artists to write 
about what they experience and 
who they are. But a love song is a 
love song. A great song is a great 
song. ... Categories are prisons. 
Break out.” All of which I take to 
mean that Ferron has transcend¬ 
ed being merely a lesbian song¬ 
writer. The problem with that, of 
course, is that without the lesbian 
label, Ferron becomes a straight 
woman, her lesbian identity 
erased in a specious claim to uni¬ 
versality. 

To eliminate the lesbian from

these songs is to impoverish their 
meaning, reduce their complexi¬ 
ty. I don’t doubt that non-lesbians 
can enjoy Ferron, but I would 
hope that at least a part of their 
enjoyment is in learning about 
the ways in which lesbians cele¬ 


brate their lives. I suspect that 
Warner is trying to protect its in¬ 
vestment by making a small con¬ 
tribution to lesbian invisibility. 
Fortunately, Ferron’s lesbianism is 
triumphantly present in her 
music. Take that Warner Bros. ▼ 
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Aging gracefully

Grow Old Along with Me — The

Time for Love: Assisted Living

n 1987, Sandra Haldeman 
• Martz edited an anthology of 

women’s writing, both prose 
and poetry, about aging. The 
self-published book, When I Am 
an Old Woman I Shall Wear Pur¬ 
ple, became a publishing phe¬ 
nomenon. Since its initial printing 
of 3,000 copies, Purple has sold 
more than 1.3 million copies and 
Papier-Mache, founded by Martz 
in 1984, has become the publish¬ 
er of record for the experiences, 
hopes and fears of an aging popu¬ 
lation. 

Martz’s newest anthology, 
Grow Old Along with Me — The 
Best Is Yet to Be (the line is by 
Robert Browning) is her most 
ambitious yet. Selecting from 
more than 7,000 pieces, submitted 
by women and men, Martz has 
compiled a collection that proves 
the adage, “old age is not for 
sissies.” In her introduction, 
Martz explains that “half of the 
writers [in Purple ] were in their 
mid-forties or younger. They 
painted tender word pictures of 
mothers and grandmothers ... 
They, and I, viewed aging earnest¬ 
ly, poignantly, tenderly — and 
with a certain distance.” 

There is no poetic distance in 
Grow Old. The writers are older, 
and they know about age spots 
and arthritis, dignity, and the lack 
of it. Dianna Henning’s “Can 
Opener” is a spare and shocking 


look at the elderly 
poor. If Nancy 
Robertson’s “Choic¬ 
es” doesn’t make you 
call your mother, 
you have no heart. 

The anthology is 
not unrelentingly 
dark. Barbara 
Crooker’s “Nearing 
Menopause, I Run 
into Elvis at 
Shoprite” is sexy, 
funny, and charged 
with life. John 
Laue’s“The Fallout 
Fantasy” chal¬ 
lenges the notion 
that old means 
finished. 

As the boomer 
generation ages, 
we (yes, we) are 
coming face to 
face with the fact 
of mortality, and 
the fear, I sus¬ 
pect, that the 
young will treat 
us with the same 
disdain we showed the old years 
ago when we refused to trust any¬ 
one over 30. You might think of 
Grow Old Along with Me as a text¬ 
book for the coming adventures. 

Time for Love is Janet Carn¬ 
cross Chandler’s last book of po¬ 
etry, covering the time from her 
move into a skilled nursing facili¬ 
ty to her death in 1995. Earlier 
collections include Flight of the 
Wild Goose and Why Flowers 
Bloom (both published by Papier- 
Mache). A former social worker, 
Chandler brings a professional 
eye to the myriad indignities of 
very old age, but there is also an 
amazing sense of wonder at the 
possibilities. Her poetry is spare 
and filled with life. 

In “New Regulations,” Carn¬ 
cross observes a change in policy 


as nurses and others start to 
knock on doors before entering 
the room: “‘New regulations,’ ex¬ 
plained / the aide. ‘The people / 
who have been evaluating our 
program / want us to make sure 
our patients / die with dignity.’ It 
occurred to me some of us / 
might not think dying was what / 
we were here for.” Carncross cer¬ 
tainly is in for more than dying; 
her poems celebrate new friend¬ 
ship and romance. Carncross in¬ 
sists, and rightly, that the time for 
love is now. ▼

Split Image: The Life of Anthony 
Perkins by Charles Winecoff; 
Dutton, $24.95 

“Face it gang,” Tony would tell 
his friends, “I am Norman Bates.” 

lthough Tony Perkins 
starred in dozens of films 
and plays during a career 
that spanned four decades, it was 
as Norman Bates, the mother- 
dominated murderer in Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Psycho, that Perkins’ 
career reached its apotheosis. In 
the film, his persona as the per¬ 
petual adolescent was carried to 
its twisted extreme, and remained 
etched into the public’s percep¬ 
tion of him for the rest of his life. 

As sympathetically detailed by 
author Charles Winecoff in a new 
biography, the actor’s death in 
1992 at age 60 from AIDS, ended 
a life in which Perkins’ efforts to 
conceal his homosexuality, and to 
come to terms with it himself, 
were major forces from adoles¬ 
cence onward. As Winecoff makes 
clear, Perkins went through all 
manner of Hollywood contor¬ 
tions to convince the public he 
was straight. Though some of 
these machinations were humor¬ 
ous — for instance, double-dat¬ 
ing with Tab Hunter, with whom 
Perkins later had an intimate fling 
— author Winecoff isn’t in it for 
laughs; he’s interested in showing 
how a life of repression ultimate¬ 
ly has tragic consequences. 

Understanding Perkins means 
understanding his past. As the 
only child of Osgood Perkins, a 
remote and resentful father who 
died at the peak of a hugely suc¬ 
cessful career as a stage and 
screen actor, Perkins, then five 
years old, was raised by a watch¬ 
ful, anxious, possessive and criti¬ 
cal mother who sent him to 
boarding school because “he 
lacked discipline and regimenta¬ 
tion.” A gawky boy who was nei¬ 
ther a jock nor a joiner, Perkins 
became the object of hostility and 
derision. Scared and alone, he re¬ 
sponded as he would throughout 


much of his life, by resorting to a 
stony coldness to become in¬ 
scrutable. One of his few friends 
from that period recalls, “He sim¬ 
ply didn’t have the resilience to 
face the every day limitations of 
prep school life. Where others 
would bend, Tony would harden.” 

An indifferent and unfocused 
student, it was apparent early on 
that the stage was one place 
where Tony could fit in, and, 
however remotely, connect and 
compete with the memory of his 
actor father. His first break in 
Hollywood came in 1952, with a 
supporting role in The Actress, a 
small budget film directed by 
closeted homosexual George 
Cukor and starring Jean Sim¬ 
mons and Spencer Tracy. Perkins’ 
role of the awkward suitor had el¬ 
ements that foreshadowed varia¬ 
tions of the nervous man that 
would remain a consistent motif 
throughout his career. 


Going straight, 
having AIDS 

HowTerkins managed to hide 
his homosexuality from the pub¬ 
lic is painfully recounted in Split 
Image, which is enriched by the 
understanding gay author 
Winecoff brings to the subject. 
Though Perkins was involved for 
many years with live-in lover 
Grover Dale, a well-known 
dancer and choreographer, in 
1970 Perkins made an all-out ef¬ 
fort to go straight. His efforts 
began to pay off when, in 1973, 
the then 41-year-old actor mar¬ 
ried Berry Berenson, a rabid and 
determined fan 16 years his ju¬ 


nior. The wedding came only ten 
days after Grover Dale married 
actress Anita Morris. 

For a period of time after both 
couples were married, Dale and 
Morris continued to live in the 
basement of Perkins’ Chelsea 
townhouse, and the friendship of 
the two men apparently survived 
the change in their relationship. 
Perkins and Berenson had two 
sons together, and their marriage 
continued uninterrupted until 
the actor’s death. 

Although Perkins’ entire ca¬ 
reer as an actor has been over¬ 
shadowed by his appearance in 
Hitchcock’s masterpiece, he did 
enjoy triumphs on stage and 
screen after 1960. In fact, he con¬ 
tinued working until near the end 
of his life, albeit in films that at 
times parodied Psycho. There 
were even two sequels to that 
film, one of which he directed. 

His friendships, both gay and 


straight, with notables such as 
Roddy MacDowell, Stephen 
Sondheim, Richard Benjamin, 
and Melina Mercouri are ex¬ 
plored at length in Split Image, 
creating a picture of a man who, 
though he could often be cruel to 
friends and associates, could also 
inspire great loyalty and affection 
in others. Especially affecting is 
Winecoff’s account of Perkins’ re¬ 
lationship with Orson Welles, 
who directed Perkins in The Trial. 
Clearly, this was a relationship of 
two great “outsiders” marked by a 
mutual respect based in under¬ 
standing. 

Shortly before he died, his ill¬ 
ness with AIDS having been re¬ 
vealed by a supermarket tabloid, 
Perkins dictated a statement to 
his sons, to be released after his 
xleath, which read: 

“I chose not to go public be¬ 
cause, to misquote Casablanca, 
T’m not much at being noble, but 
it doesn’t take much to see that 
the problems of one old actor 
don’t amount to a hill of beans in 
this crazy world.’ 

There are many who believe 
this disease is God’s vengeance 
but I believe it was sent to teach 
people how to love and under¬ 
stand and have compassion for 
each other. I have learned more 
about love, selflessness, and 
human understanding from the 
people I have met in this great ad¬ 
venture in the world of AIDS 
than I ever did in the cut-throat, 
competitive world in which I 
spent my life.” 

Songwriter David Friedman 
has said that “coming out was like 
putting down a 30-pound bowl¬ 
ing ball I’d been carrying around 
all my life.” Perkins seems never 
to have experienced that relief, 
and if ever there was an excruci¬ 
ating portrait of one public man’s 
struggle with living truthfully in 
his life, Split Image is it. This book 
leaves one hoping that Perkins 
found more peace in his life than 
mere facts would imply. ▼

j t says something about the 
burgeoning notoriety of local 
rock heroes Stone Fox that I 
had to call a New York publicist in 
order to secure an interview with 
them. Beginning as little more 
than a joke back in 1989, Stone 
Fox soon found itself a fixture in 
the local music scene, attracting 
the attention of Linda Perry, for¬ 
merly of 4 Non-Blondes fame. In 
1993, around the same time the 
band released Burnt, its debut 
album, Perry took the band under 
her wing, eventually signing them 
to her newly formed independent 
label, Rockstar Records, which 
just released their self-titled sec¬ 
ond album. 

With a recent successful stint 
in LA under their belts, and an 
upcoming East Coast tour this 
fall, it’s only a matter of time be¬ 


fore the world discovers Stone 
Fox. 

A few months ago, I sat down 
with the band’s two lesbian gui¬ 
tarists, Kim and Yvette, to talk 
about where they’d been and how 
they’d gotten there. My first ques¬ 
tion was also the most obvious: 
How does a great band begin as a 
joke? 

Yvette: Basically, we wanted to 
start a band so that we could do 
“Dead End Justice,” a song off the 
first Runaways record. It’s this 
epic rock tale in three parts, about 
these girls who get arrested and go 
to juvenile detention. 

Kim: Then they break out and 
form a rock-and-roll band! It’s re¬ 
ally great! 

Y: That was the spirit [that start¬ 
ed] Stone Fox. I mean, except for 
Janis, none of us had ever been in

Russian baritone Sergei Leiferkus

l yperbole has a nasty way of 
biting a critic in the behind. 
'h m A few weeks ago I called 
Sergei Leiferkus “the sexiest bari¬ 
tone in opera,” and until near the 
end of the first half of his recital 
Sunday at UC Berkeley’s Hertz 
Hall, I thought I had really made a 
mistake. 

A few visceral high notes aside, 
the 50-year-old Russian singer 
was behaving like a “Three 
Tenors” wannabe, belting arias by 
Bizet, Thomas and Giordano at 
full volume, with few of the vocal¬ 
ly seductive qualities that first 
grabbed my attention when 
Leiferkus sang in Boris Gudonov 
(as the devilishly beguiling Jesuit 
Rangoni) and Fiery Angel (as 
Ruprecht, the stud who thinks 
with his gonads) for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera. 

True, Wagner’s “O, du mein 
holder Abendstern” (from 
Tannhduser) was finessed with the 
suavest of legatos. Leiferkus, like 
his Russian colleagues Olga Boro¬ 
dina and Dmitri Hvorostovsky, 
has a perfectly equalized scale (no 
register breaks) and an endless 
stream of breath on which to float 
his mordant Slavic tone. 

Finally, after mauling two ro¬ 
mances by Schumann and 
Brahms, Leiferkus arrived at 
Schubert’s “Erlkoenig” and the 
imaginative, sensitive singer I 
have come to love in the title role 
of SF Opera’s Prince Igor was 
back. “Erlkoenig” is a Gothic 
spook story about a man carrying 
his child on a wild ride to escape 
death. It employs three voices, and 
Leiferkus, an actor’s actor, nailed 
every one of them. He even trans¬ 
formed his handsome face into a 
scary, supernatural mask when 
impersonating the deadly Er- 
lkoenig. 

The second half of the recital, 
accompanied by the blunt young 
pianist Eteri Andjaparidze, was all 
Russian and all glorious. No one 
wants to typecast a singer as tal¬ 
ented as Leiferkus, but there is no 
denying that he is more commu¬ 
nicative in his native language. 
Rachmaninoff songs included 
“Letter to Konstantin Stanislavsky,” 
a conversational gem sung with 
grave humor. 

Eugene Onegin’s self-centered 
rebuke to the impetuous Tatyana 
was delivered with such masculine 
grace that if I’d been Tatyana, I 
would have kept asking the guy to 
marry me until he said yes. 
Among the encores, Tchaikovsky’s 
“At the Ball” was sung in a ravish¬ 
ing half voice (mezza voce). 

Mussorgsky’s Songs and Dances 
of Death were the concert’s climax. 
In “Lullaby,” Death comes to take a 
sick child, singing the gentle re¬ 
frain, “Bayuushki, bayu.” Then he 
promises a young woman dying of 
fever a last ecstatic embrace; the 
subtle eroticism in Leiferkus’ voice 
during this “Serenade” made me 
decide that my original hyperbole 
was inadequate. 

In “Trepak” (a Russian dance), 
Death helps an old drunkard find 
warmth and oblivion under a 
snowbank. In the chilling final 
song, “The Field Marshall,” a 
skeletal general riding a white 
horse triumphantly circles the 
field of battle, vowing that the 
dead will never rise again. The 
singer, his magnificent baritone in 
full cry, sent shivers of pleasure 
and fear through his listeners. ▼

sells boutiquey knock-off fashions 
on the street, is the object of her 
lust. After a lengthy, silent, unac¬ 
knowledged “courtship,” the two 
end up sleeping together in an 
apartment she is trying to sell. But 
May is in a continuous state of 
distraction — she refuses to let 
Ah-jung kiss her, and after sex, she 
hastily departs. 

Meanwhile, Hsiao-kang (Lee 
Kang-sheng), a young gay man 
who sells columbariums for a liv¬ 
ing, begins sneaking into the same 
apartment after he steals a key 
that May has accidentally left in 
the door. But Hsiao-kang visits 
the empty space for vastly differ¬ 
ent reasons than May. There, he 
enacts strange rituals that include 
dressing up in drag (complete 
with feather boa) and doing cart¬ 
wheels through the hall, washing 
his clothes in a Jacuzzi, and at¬ 
tempting suicide. The film’s 
themes of alienation and absurdi¬ 
ty are mostly manifest in Hsiao- 
kang, particularly a scene in 
which he sensuously caresses and 
kisses a melon as if it were a sur¬ 
rogate lover, and then, after cut¬ 
ting finger holes in the fruit, 
throws it like a bowling ball down 
the hallway. This scene is typical 
of Vive VAmour, in which seem¬ 
ingly average people exhibit in¬ 
creasingly strange behavior for no 
apparent reason. 

The characters in this film have 
no outside attachments, families 
or friends, and in the case of May 
and Ah-jung, not even a dis¬ 
cernible interior life. Even Hsiao- 
kang’s office seems off-kilter, es¬ 
pecially in a scene where his co¬ 
workers play a preposterous game

whose participants move around 
the room in little groups in cele¬ 
bration of pointless motion, 
laughing uncontrollably as they 
go. Hsiao-kang watches this 
process with confusion and de¬ 
tachment, unable to participate 
or, seemingly, even understand. 

After accidentally running into 
each other at the apartment, 
Hsiao-kang and Ah-jung become 
friendly, albeit in the remote way 
that characters interact in this 
film. Later, Hsiao-kang encoun¬ 
ters his pal asleep on the bed 
where May and Ah-jung have fin¬ 
ished making love. In this key se¬ 
quence, Hsiao-kang lies down 
next to him, and in a painfully ex¬ 
tended shot, moves ever closer in 
a halting attempt to connect. 

Vive VAmour isolates for the 
small, telling details in large 
events. Hsiao-kang’s attempted 
suicide early in the film is treated 
obliquely; it takes us a minute to 
realize what is going on, though it 
becomes obvious when drops of 
blood from his wrist form a pud¬ 


dle on the floor. Conversely, seem¬ 
ingly insignificant events become 
earth-shattering in these cramped 
lives, like May’s fly-swatting scene, 
which recalls Ionesco in its elabo¬ 
rate treatment. The film’s empty 
interiors are the perfect stage for 
these disturbing events, for the 
spaces resonate with the limita¬ 
tions of the people who wander 
aimlessly in and out of them. For 
May the apartment, which re¬ 
mains unsold and empty, is em¬ 
blematic of her failure to find 
someone with whom to relate. For 
Ah-jung, it’s merely a crash pad 
for casual fucking, while for 
Hsiao-kang the barren highrise is 
a psychic zone that lets him work 
out suppressed elements of his 
personality. The transformative 
power of an empty room is shown 
when, kissing the sleeping Ah- 
jung, he begins to look outside 
himself. V

4 •••>•• rot her of Sleep takes place in 
Eschberg, a squalid, isolat¬ 
ed Alpine village where the 
peasant population appears to be 
largely insane due to excessive 
overacting — woops, I meant to 
say inbreeding. The weather here 
is none too good. The town, a few 
shacks on a mountainside, seems 
to be cursed with eternal rain, 
which makes for eternal mud and 
lots of mudbaths. Into this muddy 
mess a musical prodigy appears. 
Elias Alder (Andre Eisermann) is 
the bastard son of the local horny 
priest, and in spite of the dubi¬ 
ousness of a caste system amongst 
this pack of losers, Elias is scorned 
by his peers and beaten by his par¬ 
ents, who think he’s the result of 
“cold devil sperm.” 

In a scene that chicken hawks 
will forever treasure, 13-year-old 
Elias lies naked on a rock above a 
river, the camera swooping over 
him in a grandiose visualization of 
the power of genius. As an adult, 
Elias’ only friends are a brother 
and sister, gorgeous hunk Peter 
(Ben Becker) and boringly beauti¬ 
ful Elsbeth (Dana Vavrova), who 
end up being rivals for his love. 
When the schoolmaster dies and 
Elias becomes the town organist, 
he finally gets to shine with hyp¬ 
notically brilliant concertos that 
the otherwise brainless populace 
somehow understands and em¬ 
braces. It’s all downhill from there. 

Director Joseph Vilsmaier 
dresses up this trite tale in operat-

ic drag, with swirling camera 
movements, gritty close-ups, and 
endless tableaux of rain, filth, and 
kids with gigantic heads. The 
strongest dramatic element — 
Peter’s desperate love for Elias and 
his willingness to do anything to 
realize it — is somehow lost in the 
muddy mise-en-scene and fancy 
organ-pumping. But sexy, butch 
Peter is a cinematic rarity worth 
noting: a naive gay man. Still, he 
shows signs of incipient queen- 
dom in his plea to Elias to run 
away (elope, really) with him: 
“We’ll go to the French part of 
Switzerland, eat with silver forks 
and drink from cut glass.” ▼

Monk, Ives light up symphony program 


cally adventurous elements. Even 
the most conservative listeners 
could find something on this pro¬ 
gram to enjoy. 

I never cease to be amazed at 
the fear and loathing audiences 
display towards the genius of 
Charles Ives, but if anyone can 
make this thorny music palatable, 
it’s Michael Tilson Thomas. And 
that is precisely what he did with 
Ives’ sprawling Holidays Sympho¬ 
ny, which consists of four separate 
movements linked by recurring 
themes and motifs culled from 
America’s musical past. Vance 
George’s San Francisco Sympho¬ 
ny Chorus provided the final 
transcendent touches of this stun¬ 
ning work. 

Last week’s performance was 
an all-choral affair. Some works 
were performed with the orches¬ 
tra, others without. That may 
sound confusing on paper, but it 
proved eminently satisfying in the 
concert hall. The ritualistic chant¬ 
ing of Meredith Monk’s Other 
Worlds Revealed and Earth Seen 
from Above , both excerpts from 
Monk’s opera Atlas ; and Panda 
Chant II (from The Games) 
opened the program. It was a 
slightly tentative beginning as 
some of the singers seemed awk¬ 
wardly self-conscious performing 
these unusual works, which re¬ 
quire by turns wordless chanting, 
handclapping, and physical move¬ 
ment. Though unusual, they were 
performed with winning convic¬ 
tion and infectious zeal. 

Francis Poulenc’s lemon-tangy 
Gloria opened the' second half of 
the program with energy and 
emotion. My only complaint is 
that Vance George’s choristers 
never sang below a forte. The 
guest soloist was soprano Heidi 
Grant Murphy, who proved a 
happy discovery. The Poulenc was 
joyful music-making, with swing 
and a big heart. 

The concert ended with a 
breathtaking romp through 
Ravel’s Daphnis et Chloe, Suite No. 
2. We are aware of Tilson Thomas’ 
affinity for the French repertoire, 
but I was not prepared for the 
sheer power of his involvement. 
From a very brisk sunrise to the 
wild concluding choral shouts, 
the audience was treated to some 
dazzling orchestral playing and 
spectacular rhythmic control. 
With its wordless oooohing, this 
was a perfect end for an evening 
that began with Monk’s vocal 
chanting. Now how’s that for 
wrapping things up in a very pret¬ 
ty package?▼

ly disgraced himself, but muddy 
passagework and wrong notes 
muted what initially was a glow¬ 
ing public reception. No wonder 
Fleisher didn’t take ,a solo bow. 

Nevertheless, Tilson Thomas 
did his best to hold things togeth¬ 
er. How a conductor handles the 
opening statement of the tense 
first movement of this concerto 
often foretells how the rest of it 
will unfold, and there is no doubt¬ 
ing that MTT knew exactly where 
he wanted to take this piece. 
Though Fleisher’s contribution 
was less than ideal, Tilson 
Thomas’ grasp of this work was 
idiomatic to say the least. 

The second half of the evening 
was devoted to Berlioz’s Harold in 
Italy.

I season together, Michael 
Tilson Thomas and the San 
Francisco Symphony still appear 
happily married. Given what we 
know about this perfect blending 
of talents, that is no surprise. 
What is surprising is how the first 
two programs of the season, 
which yielded wildly opposing re¬ 
sults, have provided regulars with 
a bird’s-eye view of what this or¬ 
chestra can and cannot do. 

Two weeks ago, pianist Leon 
Fleisher visited Davies Hall to per¬ 
form Brahms’ Piano Concerto 
No. 1. Fleisher was at the peak of 
his pianistic powers in the ’60s 
when the unthinkable happened 
— repetitive stress syndrome 
made it impossible for him to play 
with his right hand. Fortunately, 
there is a large repertoire for the 
left hand and he has managed to 
stay active for the last 30 years de¬ 
spite his condition. 

Now, Fleisher has found a way 
around his ailment (not a cure), 
and he is once again giving public 
performances. That’s the good 
news; the bad news is what he did 
with Brahms’ Piano Concerto. 
The pianist was a disappoint¬ 
ment, plain and simple. He hard-

charged too much money, so we 
can’t print it here. 

Stone declared during the ben¬ 
efit that “there will be a cure and 
there will be a vaccine” for AIDS, 
the most emphatically positive 
statement that anyone at the gath¬ 
ering could remember regarding 
the epidemic. AmFAR Chairman 
Dr. Mathilde Krim also seemed 
upbeat in a chat with Mangin, 
though she noted that the solu¬ 
tions on the horizon “are still way 
too expensive, particularly for 
people in Third World countries.”

pressive and terrifying ways. 

Burke deconstructs the re¬ 
search studies she read, noting 
that over and over, when a study 
comes up with a result that chal¬ 
lenges rigid bipolarity, the result 
is thrown out and the test re¬ 
designed. The assumption, for 
example, that men have bigger 
brains than women (and we all 
know bigger is better) and are 
therefore smarter than women 
turns out not to be true. When 
brains are measured relative to 
body weight, “women’s brains 
turned out to be proportionately 
bigger than men’s. Because of 
this, that method of calculation 
was dropped.” Studies that reveal 
that there are more differences 
among men and among women 
than there are between men and 
women are ignored or disregard¬ 
ed. 

Burke calls for “gender inde¬ 
pendence,” a way of looking at 
gender that is disconnected from 
the sex of the body. “The advan¬ 
tages of gender independence,” 
Burke argues, “are extraordinary. 
People who are gender indepen¬ 
dent are more flexible, and have a 
wider range of strategies for deal¬ 
ing with diverse situations. They 
do not suppress a part of them¬ 
selves for fear of not being mas¬ 
culine or feminine, and so have 
access to more coping techniques 
and a wider range of 
problem-solving tools. ... Re¬ 
silience and flexibility are key 
mental health components for a 
postmodern world, where the 
rules are no longer so simple.” 

My guess is that every one 
who reads this newspaper has at 
some time in her or his life been 
told, you’re not butch enough or 
you’re too butch or variations on 
those themes. Read this book. It 
will change the way you look at 
yourself and your world. Burke 
supplies index, bibliography and 
footnotes, while maintaining a 
readable style that engages as it 
informs. Read this book. You will 
be enraged and encouraged, furi¬ 
ous at those in charge, and I sus¬ 
pect, more than ready to lead the 
charge against a gender system 
that crushes individuality and de¬ 
stroys human potential. Read this 
book. Join with Miss Vera, who 
runs a finishing school for boys 
who want to be girls. Miss Vera 
doesn’t “believe in gender dys¬ 
phoria. We believe in gender eu¬ 
phoria.” Read this book. You are 
in for the gender shock of your 
life. ▼

“During the time of my mother’s 
illness, all my usual activities ceased. 
There had become a kind of jagged 
routine in my life that left little for me 
but the relief and the hope of a good 
night’s sleep. 

“When my mother died, I shaved 
my head to mark her passing. 

“During this period of grieving, I 
started going to karaoke bars. Not only 
did karaoke help me through my 
grieving process, but I discovered that 
I loved singing and entertaining, and 
formed ‘The Three Dynamite Dames.’ 
Later, I decided to pursue a solo 
cabaret act. 

“I am an entertainer who is just 
coming out of the gate, with a lot of 
life experience to draw upon. If you go 
through a life-altering process, hang in 
there. Ride the waves, watch out for 
the undertow, and embrace the shore 
that greets you. That’s what I did. And 
thanks, Mom.” ▼
